His action. announced: at a 
hurriedly - called press confer- 
ence this afternoon, followed a 
special morning meeting of the 
Fulton City. Council. The coun- 
cil adopted resolutions calling 
for the contract cancellation 
and refusing to agree to a halt 
in a proposed legislative inves- 
tigation. 

Reports Offer by Blair. 

Fulton Councilman W. C 
Whitlow had told the Post-Dis- 
patch before the meeting -that 
the Governor had telephoned 
him yesterday with an offer.to 
cancel the controversial. con- 
tract if a resolution calling for 
an investigation. scheduled for 
introduction in the House Mon 
day by Representative Bernard 
Simcoe ‘Dem.), Cal coun- 
ty, were held up. 

“The Governor indicated he 
did not want the matter stirred 
> In the House.’ Whitlow said 

Blair acknowledged talking 
to Whitlow- but denied making 
any effort to stop the investi 
gation. He said he had merei\ 
told Whitlow that if the City of 
Fulton wanted to bxi. he would 
reopen the matter. Fulton has 
its own power. plant, which 
supplies’ electricity to part 
the state hospital! 

Blair said Missouri Power & 
Light, which has headquarters 
in Jefferson City, had agreed 
to the ‘eontract cancellation 
“without litigation.” 

Denies Secret Signing. 

Denving charges that the 
contract award to the privately- 
owned company last Septem- 
ber had been signed secretly, 
the Governor said emphaticai- 
ly: “I am_ not on the Missouri 
Power & Light Co, payroll.” 

He insisted that the city of 
Fulton had been notified in 
advance of plans for a power 
contract for the hospital, and 
said the town had shown no in- 
terest. The power company and 
the Callaway Electric Co-Op- 
erative. a third power supplier 
in the area. also were notified 
although bids were not adver- 
tised. he said. 

Both Fulton and the co-op- 
crative hé@yve charged secrecy 
in the contract award, and said 
the Governor showed favori- 
{ism toward Missouri Power & 
Light, which he represented as 
a lawyer before being elected 
Governor. 

Blair s&id the private com- 
pany had the ‘lowest and best 
bid. proposal on the basis of 
service and price.” He said he 
had been informed that the 
cost to the state under that 
company’s bid would be about 
$40,000 a year, compared with 
$51.000 for the co-operative 
and $53,000 under rates 
charged by the Fulton plaht. 

No Power Deiivered. 


The Governor pointed out 
that no power has yet been 
delivered under the contract 
being canceled, since 
the geriatrics building, for 
which most of the power is in- 
tended, is still under construc-

mercial well a medical 
sense. So intense has been the 
competition that some pharma- 
ceutical manufacturers have 
ignored their erstwhile -scien- 
tific and. dignified ,approach 
and emploved advertising 
micks and techniques that have 
been denounced as misleading 

“Shotgun” Dosing Common. | 

Not infrequently, one doctor 
Said, antibiotics, particularly 
the broad-spectrum drugs con- 
taining several in a “shotgun 
dose,”’ are prescribed ‘on the 
'-basis of manufacturers’ repre- 
sentations rather than after 
thorough and careful diagnosis. 

Also attacked was failure to 
givq special attention to the 
possible sensitivity of the .in- 
dividual patien$ to the partic- 
ularAirugs employed. Serious 
sidé-effects have resulted at 
times and in some instances 
death. has been attributed to 
rgactions to some of the “won- 

drugs.” 

“The physician.” a Boston 
‘doctor and medical journal 
editor told the Posf®Qispatch, 
“is in dahger of surrender- 
ing some of his responsibility 
for the enlightened care of 
his patients—as well as some 
of his prestige—in favor of

, extent, a purveyor, of -pro- 
prietary remedies about 
which he may sometime lack 
sufficient knowledge for 
their consistently intelligent 
employment.”

The folder, mailed to thou- 
sands of physicians in the pro- 
motion campaign launched by 
Pfizer, bore the caption:

Beneath this there appeared 
eight professional cards which 
readers, might assume to be 
those of physicians in a broad 
range of specialties who were 
among the “more and more” 
who prescribed Sigmamycin.

Three Sources Already. 

The proposed resolution sets 
out that the state hospital al- 
ready has three sources of pow- 


er—its own plant, the Fulton 


plant and the co-operative. Mis- 
souri Power & Light would 
have to build a line to the hos- 
pital, a fact which local offi- 
cials have charged would mean 
giving the private utility “a 
foothold in the area.” 

Simcoe said in the resolu- 
tion that after the award to 
Missouri Power & Light “‘abso- 
lutely no notice of the contem- 
plated change was ever given 
to anyone connected with the 
city and the city did not learn 
about the change until Decem- 
ber.”

Power needs of the _ state 
hospital now are provided by 
the hospital's own plant, ex- 
cept the &-ray department, tor 
which power is _ purchased 
from the city of Fulton. 

Outside City Boundary. 

‘The contract with Missouri 
Power & Light is primarily to 
furnish power to the hospital's 
large geriatrics building, now 
under construction on the hos- 
pital grounds. The structure is 
outside the Fulton city bound- 
ary, which runs through the 
grounds. 

A proposal to extend the city 
limits to include the building 
and an adjoining rural area is 
under court attack by residents 
of the area. 

Both the Fulton electric sys- 
tem and the co-operative have 
lines to the state hospital on a 
standby basis, available to pro- 
vide power in an emergency. 

The city and the co-operative 
contend there are ample local 
facilities to supply the _ hos- 
pital’s power needs without in- 
tervention by Missouri Power 
& Light, whose nearest lines 
are 12 miles away. The area 
outside Fulton long has been 
served by the co-operative, 
which buys power from the 
Southwest Power Administra- 
tron. an agency formed under 
the Federal Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration.

When it comes to judging the 
behavior of free world and So- 
viet bloc countries, Dulles said, 
the U.N. and the world can 


survive a “limited phase of 
double standard,’ but “they 
cannot survive a permanent

Never Accepted Rules. 

Dulles said that Soviet pres- 
sure on Berlin showed the 
Communists “never honestly 
accepted” rules of justice and 
law and that this eventually 
might wreck the United Na- 
tions. His renewed condemna- 
tion of Soviet actions with re- 
gard to Germany came in an 
address to the New York State 
Bar Association. 

Dulles said the time is past 
when peace among nations can 
be. imposed by force, although 
he said that is what the Com- 
munist bloc believes. The Unit- 
ed States, he said, is seeking to 
organize the world in peace by 
establishing law and _ justice 
wherever possible 

He said Soviet threats aimed 
at inducing the Western pow- 
ers.to withdraw from Berlin 
are only the latest evidence in 
a long record demonstrating 
that “international communism 


believes that force is a legiti- 
mate means to advance its 
goals.”

AEC indirectly reported it still

systems.” 

It also reported it still is try- 
ing to develop nuclear weapons 


of greatly reduced radioactive | 


fallout in a variety of sizes. 
‘Nuclearly Safe’ Weapons. 


Presumably referring chiefly 
to the “ready-within-minutes” 


type of weapon, the AEC said | 


that in last fall’s tests at the 
Nevada proving grounds: 


“Eighteen safety tests were | 


conducted. ... To determine 
whether projected weapons 
would be nuclearly safe for 
handling and storage.” 
“Nuclearly safe” means safe 
from the possibility of a nu- 


clear explosion, as_ distin- | 


guished from a detonation of 
conventional explosives which 
also are.contained in some 
types of nuclear weapons. 

The report does not say how 
the tests came out. 

The commission said a year 
ago that “the possibility of an 
accidental nuclear explosion 
while transporting or storing 


nuclear weapons is so remote 


as to be negligible.” 

But the wording of the cur- 
rent report about safety tests 
appeared to indicate that newly 
envisioned weapons have spe- 
cial sensitivities requiring in- 
tensive safety testing. 

Up until six months ago at 
least, weapon design and safety 
requirements have resulte din 
only partial assembly of weap- 
ons. The essential triggering 
devices needed to set off the 
fission or fusion reaction have 
been left out of the assembly 
until the time approached for 
the use of the weapon. 

Speculation is that the 
“ready within minutes” con- 
cept would involve full assem- 
bly at manufacture, but with 
built-in safety devices. 

Electricity From Heat. 


The report referred briefly 
to a study of atomic isotope 
heat energy aimed at produc- 
ing relatively small electrical 
power. 

The Martin Co. of Baltimore, 
the report said, is investigating 
matters “for converting isotope 
heat energy into 100 electrical 
watts using strontium 90.” 

“The @onversion of isotope 
heat energy to electricity opens 
new applications of power gen- 
eration for remote light or 


telemetering devices such as 


remote weather stations, sea 
buoy markers, etc.,” the report 
added. 

This research apparently is 
different from a miniature 
atomic power plant demon- 
strated two weeks ago at the 
White House. It used polonium 
210 and produced an initial 
output of five watts. This was 


produced also by the Martin | 


Co. along with the Minnesota 
Mining & Manufacturing Co. 
of Minneapolis. 

Among other highlights of 
the report: 

Research and development 
efforts towards developing a 
nuclear-powered aircraft have 
“successfully passed many im- 
portant technical milestones.” 
For example, a _ 1,000,000-watt 
operating reactor has under- 
gone 47 flights in an airplane 
to test shielding. The reactor 
was not used, however, for 
propulsion. 

Encouraging results were 
achieved in some of the re- 
search to perfect Project Pluto

Also, two new projects 
were undertaken, one of them 
'aimed at developing a power 
plant that could be built in unit 
sections like a pre-fab house, 
/and flown to remote areas. 
Production of key nuclear 
_materials—uranium, plutonium 
and other substances—for mak- 
ing A-weapons and H-weapons 
as well as fuel for reactors met 
or exceeded the established 
goals. 

Uranium ore production in 
the United States in 1958 

totaled 5,200,000 dry tons, com- 
pared with 3,700,000 in 1957. 

Canada; still a prominent 
foreign uranium supplier, has 
practically ceased to hunt for 
further uranium.

Place names in Africa below the equator 
have an unfamiliar ring to American ears 
but they are names laden with meaning 
for the future: Congo, Angola, Bechuana- 
land, Basutoland, Swaziland, Mozambique, 
Rhodesia, Nyasaland, Tanganyika, Kenya 
and Zanzibar. What. these areas have in 
common is that the vast majority of the 
people who live there—Africans—are 
without effective voice in their own af- 
fairs. Their lives are subject to the wills 
of people of a different race and culture, 


“interlopers” from Europe, in African 
eyes. 
At first glance, the Union of South 


Africa, on the southern tip of the conti- 
nent, would seem to be an exception. It 
is a wholly ‘independent ‘member of the 
British Commonwealth. 

On closer examination. 
turns out to be more of the 
African people. there have perhaps less 
to say about their own destinies than 
Africans anywhere else on the continent. 
The rulers are a fractional minority 
European origin. 

Growing demands for self-government 
are changing this situation in Africa, and 
it is this change that is the source of 
bitterness, tension and trouble. That the 
change must come is widely accepted; the 
only question is.believed to be how the 
change will come about. 

The State Department position is that 
the United States is concerned about how 
the change in Africa takes place, but that 
the United States must not-interfere for 
fear of irritating the colonial powers, Brit- 
ain, France, Belgium and Portugal, who 
are its NATO allies. 

It is contended, however, 
extent the United States continues to 
stand aloof, it will lose prestige as the 
world champion of freedom and democ- 
racy.

Colonial Africa not an inconsider- 
able piece on the chess board of the world 
power struggle with Soviet Russia, al- 
though it is true that Communism exerts 
no significant influence in this part of 
Africa at present. 

Communism in

colonial Africa is not 
to achieve immediate 
revolution. It seeks rather to ally itself 
with the African nationalism which is 
stirring the whole continent. If it suc- 
ceeds in this, it will be in position to ex- 
ert great influence in the long run, it is 
asserted. 

In this view, if Communism persists in 
this tactic and if the United Stftes re- 
mains aloof and the. European Colonial 
powers continue their present policies, 
the chances for Communist success in 
colohial Africa are good. 

A marriage of convenience seems to 
have been arranged between Russia and 
President Nasser of Egypt for penetration 
of Africa, but south of the equator it is 
not a very effective force. There 
regular broadcasts in Arabic and African 
dialects from Cairo. Such broadcasts have 
a considerable audience on the island of 
Zanzibar and on the eastern coast of 
Kenya and Tanganyika, where fairly large 
Arab populations live. 

Arab penetration this far south still is 
associated by the African with the slave 
trade, however. Some conversions to Is- 
lam are taking place in northern Kenya 
but this is a religious and not a political 
movement. Whatever success may be en- 
joyed by the combination of Nasserism 
and Communism farther north are not be- 
ing repeated in this area. 

The main source of Communist strength 
in colonial Africa appears to lie in a grow- 


ing belief in the minds of the young men | 


who are rising to leadership here that, 


among non-Africans, the only true friends | 


of African nationalism are Communists. 

What could be important in the fu- 
ture is the fact that Communists are not 
squeamish about violence—and African 
leaders in this area are thinking more and 
more in terms of violence. 


Results in South Africa. 


In the Union of South Africa where 
Communism is a real force, the top party 
leadership is composed of people of Eu- 
sopean origin, These European Commu- 
nists, some of them persons of wealth and 
high attainments, have accepted banish- | 


peans in South Africa. They have been 
subject to arrest and all manner of gov- 
ernment harassment.

"hey have identified themselves com- 


pletely with the cause of African nation- 
alism and are accepted by the African na- | 
tionalists—themselves not Communists— | 
with few reservations. This is not to say 
~that African nationalism is dominated by

As for the rising tide of violence, a

Far more information is available about 
non-governmental projects, individually, 
by countries and even continents than 
about the federal programs. There is con- 
siderable co-operation among the large 
foundations to avoid duplication and com- 
petition. 

The International Co-operation Admin- 
istration’s part in the Government's share 
is mestly for technical assistance. It was 
not until this week that the ICA made 
public its outlays by countries for its over- 
all economic and military aid. For much 
of its technical and educational activities 
the ICA uses the equivalent of millions of 
dollars in local currencies it receives from 
the sale of surplus agricultural products 
abroad. The House report estimated these 
technical assistance programs provided 
training and teaching opportunities in the 
United States and abroad for about 11,800 
persons in fiscal year 1958. 

The State Department's operations are 


mostly for the Fulbright scholarships 
which the Arkansas Senator initiated in 
1946. They are financed chiefly by local 


currencies and credits obtained from the 
sale of American wartime materials. 
Later laws provided additional funds in 
local currencies running into the equiva- 
lent of unestimated millions of dollars. 
The $20,000,000 listed for the State De- 
partment is an annual appropriation in 
American money for supplemental pay- 
ments to Americans abroad and, in excep- 
tional cases, to foreigners studying in this 
country, ‘There were more than 6000 par- 
ticipants in these programs in 1957. About 
a third were Americans studying or teach- 
ing abroad.

From a Country Doctor 


I have read with interest the 
letters to the editor concerning 
socialized medicine. I thought a 
letter from a rural general prac- 
titioner was in order. 


My day starts at 5 a.m. when 
I travel 29 miles to Hannibal to 
see my patients in the two hos- 
pitals there. My office hours stop 
at 6 p.m. and then I go on house 
calls (as well as at noon). No 
one can ever say that I turned 
them down on a house call at any 
time of night. And the cost, $4, 
is less than it costs me to have 
my television set repaired. 


I make a comfortable living by 
hard work. My fees are -less than 
in the city, but so is everything 
else in the country. I don’t have 
a high rental for an office as in 
the ‘city. 

I know my patients, and what 
they can afford. I try to give 
them first-rate medicine within 
the costs of their income. And 
when I send them to a specialist, 
I have never found a specialist 
who was not willing to lower his 
fee when he found the patient 
biog unable to pay the regular 
ee. 

I don't. believe the people in 
St. Louis realize the number of 
hours the doctors in the city 
give free to the clinics and to 
teaching. Yet there is no other 
specialty which is called upon to 
donate its services. You don't 
expect chemists, engineers, etc., 
to work for nothing. 

My suggestion is this. Contact 
a good dependable general prac- 
titioner as a family physician and 
counselor. He will be a friend of 
the family, and when you need 
specialized care let him refer you 
to a competent man who will 
charge fees within your income. 

Too many people in St. Louis 
wander from specialist to special- 
ist without knowing what is 
wrong because they haven't had 
a good competent generalist go 
over them. The Academy of Gen- 
eral Practice in St. Louis can 
refer you to a list of good gen- 
eral practitioners who are will- 
ing to make calls days or night, 
and take care of your whole fam- 
ily at reasonable rates. 


Remember this, socialized med- 
icine is not free. Someone has 
to pay for it. The someone is the 
taxpayer and the burden would 
run higher because of govern- 
ment inefficiencies. If you want 
to see socialism in action in this 
country look at the V.A. They 
aren't interested in therapy, but 
in paper work. Comes socialized 
medicine. and the undersigned 
will no longer practice medicine, 
along with many others I am sure.

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Dead End on the F arm: 


Nothing emphasizes the dead end to which 
American farm policy has come so strikingly 
as President Eisenhower's message on the 
subject. Mr. Eisenhower demonstrates be- 
yond doubt the bankruptcy of the present 


__program, based. upon price supports and a 


vain attempt to limit production by acreage 
controls. But there he stops. He has no new 
or better program to suggest as an alterna- 
tive. He merely proposes to tinker with the 
parity formula and other regulations so that 
the existing program might not cost so much. 

There are two basic errors in this approach. 
One is the wishful thought that if we can 
just keep whittling the price support program 
down each year, eventually the government 
can get out of farm policy altogether and 
leave agriculture to the joys of “free” supply 
and demand. This has always been the phi- 
losophy of Secretary Benson and it is the 
most gossamer moonshine on all counts. 

Economically it would be unjust as well as 
impractical to require agriculture alone to 
operate in a free market while big business 
administered its prices and big labor bar- 
gained its wages. From the standpoint of 
the long-term national welfare, it would be 
unwise to cut agriculture adrift; the national 
economy cannot permanently prosper with 
the farm economy permanently depressed. 
Politically, also, any hope of substituting no 
farm program for the present farm program 
is unrealistic: agriculture’s power, though 
shrinking, is still big enough to forestall com- 
plete abandonment of national concern for 
farm income and welfare. 

The second false premise of the Eisen- 
hower-Benson approach is the belief, reiter- 
ated year after year, that by just reducing the 
level of price support bit by bit the surpluses 
of unwanted farm products can be eliminated. 
Mr. Benson has been picking at the price sup- 
port levels for six years now. and today’s sur- 
pluses are bigger than they ever were. Is it 
not clear that marginal reductions in the guar- 
anteed price do not significantly reduce pro- 
duction, but om the contrary add an incentive 


to produce more in order to offset the lower, 


price level? The enormous gains in farm 
productivity have far outstripped any re- 
straints on production imposed by lowering 
the support levels, and can be expected to 
continue to do so. 

But if price supports don’t work, as the 
President rightly says, the practical remedy 
is not merely to whittle them down but to de- 
vise a farm program that will work. Admittedly 
this is not easy. But there is no question 
that the Democrats face a great opportunity 
for the display of a creative statesmanship 
which the Eisenhower Administration has 
been unable to muster.

The difficulty is that if the Democrats do 
devise a new program they will be tempted 
merely to superimpose it upon the present 
program. That is the way of politics. We 
believe there must be a strenuous effort to 
construct a substitute, not merely a supple- 
mental, farm policy. If production payments 
are adopted for one crop, then price supports 
should be abolished for that crop. There can 
be no thought of increasing a subsidy which 
now amounts to 40 per cent of net farm in- 
come. If anything the total subsidy must be 
cut, and at the same time made more effective. 

Two basic principles, it seems to us, should 
underlie a new farm policy: first, the wise 
use of our farm productivity to relieve hunger 
abroad and to raise living standards at home: 
second, the dedication of government effort 
to the support of farm income rather than 
prices. In the first case, we must be careful 
not to injure other food producing countries | 
or disrupt the regular channels of trade: in 
the second, we must guard against unlimited 
subsidy and interference with the steady in- 
crease of farm productivity. These problems 
need not be insoluble if agreement can be 
reached on the broad principles. 


Where Is the Of fing? 

Much too frequently some project, usually 
civic, is said to be “in the offing,” and after 
a time_the inevitable question arises: Where 
is the offing that so many things are said to 
be in? Is it around the same corner that 
prosperity was said to be around? Accord- 
ing to the dictionary, the offing is that part 
of the visible sea a good distance from shore, 
or where there is deep water and no need of a 
pilot. Now, surely, nobody wants to view a 
civic project, for example, as being far out in 
deep water with no need of a pilot. We would 
say that many things that are in the offing 
ought to be somewhere else, say close to 
shore, or even within reach. 


An Old Rule Well Broken 


A seldom-broken rule of Congress is that 
a freshman member of the House does not 
challenge publicly a statement by a senior 
member, particularly a senior member of the 
freshman’s own party. First-term Republican 
member John V, Lindsay of Manhattan has 
broken the rule, greatly to his credit. 

Representative Mason, Illinois Republican, 
made a long and. bitter attack on the Supreme 
Court last Tuesday. Asserting that Chief Jus- 
tice Warren and his colleagues comprise a 
tribunal that “casts aside” cherished prece- 
dents and “brazenly” substitutes “Socialist 
doctrines,” the Illinois Congressman asked: 
“How can our citizens respect present-day 
decisions of that court?” | 

When no member rose to the defense of 
the Supreme Court at the conclusion of the 
Mason tirade, Mr. Lindsay, a member of the 
House for less than a month, took to his feet. 
Speaking as a former lawyer in the Justice 
Department who had helped argue the Jencks 
case and disagreed with the Supreme Court’s 
ruling with respect to a defendant’s access to 
FBI materials, the new Congressman said: 

I think that opinion was painted too broad- 
ly. On the other hand, I will defend as long 
as I have voice in my body the jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court in every area involving 
the personal rights and liberties of our peo- 
ple, including the area of internal security. 

I would oppose any effort to cut down the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court when 
there is a disagreement because of the result 
in one particular case. 

In my view, historians will write that this 
Supreme Court is one of the great courts of 
our country. In my view also, President 
Eisenhower, in hig appointments to the Su- 
preme Court, has met the highest standards 
of the legal profession and has done a serv- 
ice to the country as a whole. 

I subscribe to the theory that the Consti- 
tution is a living and growing document. 
Therefore I should like to say that much as 
I respect the remarks of my distinguished 
senior, I am constrained to disagree with him.

best of constitutional traditions. 
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first time that the country as a whole has 
heard his name. If his defense of the Supreme 
Court is a sample of his thinking and his cour- 
age, the country will hear from him again. 


New Tax in Disguise 

Tax increases of nearly 12 millions a year 
have been approved by the Missouri House 
Ways and Means Committee. While taxpayers 
are aware of the state government's need for 
new revenue, each proposal must have careful 
inspection. 

One measure raises beer and liquor taxes 
by a total of $3,250,000 a year. The second 
would levy a 2 per cent tax on all goods or 
properties purchased outside Missouri for use 
in the state. Gov. Blair estimated this would 
bring in $8,000,000 a year. The state now has 
a use tax on automobiles, which prevents Mis- 
sourians from evading the sales tax by pur- 
chasing a car in Illinois or Kansas, for ex- 
ample. 

The use tax bill met a hot reception on the 
floor of the House and was laid over for sev- 
eral days. As first drafted, the measure con- 
tained a provision intended to exempt from 
the new tax property which is now exempt 
from the sales tax, and to exempt materials 
used in making other materials for retail sale. 
However, many committee witnesses had com- 
plained that the measure was vaguely drawn, 
would affect wholesale sales and goods not 
subject to the sales tax, and would result in 
great harm to Missouri industries. 


Thus a committee witness representing 
pipeline firms said a use tax would increase 
the cost of héavy pipe and pumping equip- 
ment which cannot be bought here. A Mis- 
sourl Press Association spokesman said a use 
tax on newsprint—not produced here—would 
make it difficult for smaller newspapers to 
stay in business. An airlines spokesman pro- 
tested against paying a tax on equipment 
brought into the state for use in interstate 
commerce, A telephone spokesman said there 
should be an exemption for materials which 
help supply the final telephone service which 
is itself subject.to tax. 


In sum, the original use tax bill was open 


\; to the charge that it would not only plug loop- 


holes in the sales tax, which was its purpose, 
but also would levy a completely new tax on 
some wholesale purchases and on businesses 
depending on goods which they cannot buy in 
Missouri. We do not believe that Gov. Blair 
or the Legislature or the people want this 
kind of a tax—one which, under the guise of 
equalization, would discourage the industrial 
development of Missouri. 


To meet such objections, new amendments 
have been offered on the House floor to limit 
the use tax to retail sales and to items now 
subject to the sales tax. Unquestionably the 
bill should be amended in this fashion. A 
new tax should not be levied under the false 
impression that it is merely a companion to 
the sales tax. 

While the legislators consider such reve- 
nue measures, they could profitably reflect 
that the state might well collect $8,000,000 
without any new tax at all—just by putting 
the income tax on a pay-as-you-go, salary- 
deduction basis. 


Museums for St. Louis 


St. Louis long has lacked first-rate. muse- 
ums of natural history and of science and 
industry, institutions like Chicago’s famed 
Field and Rosenwald museums. The St. Louis 
Academy of Science, which owns a consid- 
erable number of exhibits as well as an im- 
pressive library, has attempted to fill this 
need after a fashion, but has been handi- 
capped by not having a suitable building. 

This primary need now has been met. Clay- 
ton, after acquiring the grounds and resi- 
dences of the Goldman and Rice families for 
the new Oak Knoll park, has rented the two 
stone mansions to the Academy for 10 years 
at a rental of $1 a year. There is an option 
to renew. The two handsome houses are 
readily adaptable for museum purposes. 
They offer space for exhibits equal to the 
area of the Kansas City and the Cincinnati 
Museums of Natural History. There is ample 
space for classrooms, administrative offices, 
a small meeting hall and the like. Clayton 
will provide a parking lot. An added feature 
is the proximity of the location—Clayton and 
Big Bend—to the museums of Forest Park. 

What the Academy of Science, a St. Louis 
institution since 1856, now needs is money 
enough to equip and maintain the two build- 
ings, the one a& a natural science museum 
and the other as a museum of science and 


industry. “An outstanding director, Murl 
Deusing=ef the Milwaukee Public Museum, 
already ha#& been employed. The question is 


whether he and the Academy will get the 
support necessary to enable him to do here 
what he has done so well elsewhere. With 
pledges of more than $125,000 already in 
hand, the Academy of Science should be suc- 
cessful in its appeal for funds sufficient to 
open the new museums, They will be a 
major addition to the cultural and educa- 
tional facilities of St. Louis, and we feel sure 
that the community will enlist in the effort 
to have them open to the public by Oct. 1. 


No Follow-Through? 


The drawing forth of testimony which 
tends to indicate national defense deficiencies 
has been marked thus far in the Senate Pre- 
paredness and Space hearings, but the follow- 
through has been lacking. 

The chief of the Strategic Air Command, 
Gen. Thomas S. Power, testified that SAC has 
no planes aloft now in the constant 24-hour 
alert which has been so well publicized in the 
past. This seems to be a dereliction. The 
Senators should find either the explanation 
or the person who is at fault. 

Another poorly explained matter that be- 
gan to unfold but was left pretty much in a 
snarl, is that of the liquid-propelled and the 
solid-propelled ballistic missiles. Thus far 
the layman can only wonder whether, if Po- 
laris, for example, is making such amazing 
progress, why it might not be wise to push 
these solid-fuel missiles and taper off on Atlas 
and Titan. 

The testimony of the three top men of the 
National Aeronautical and Space Agency, 
which is devoted to civilian space efforts, also 
was a disturbing factor. Their testimony 
tended strongly to support charges that Mos- 
cow’s intercontinental ballistic missiles will 
have more thrust and better guidance than 
ours. 

It is the public’s right to know the facts and 
to know what they mean—as long as national 
security is not violated. Unless the Senate 
inquiry brings out answers to questions like 
these, it will have fallen short of its target.

Sponsors of the new 
ure have said that, if their 
proposals had been in effect 
last year, unemployed persons 
would have received $1,344.-

The Departments 
and Commerce reported Jan 
13 that unemployment as of 
December totaled 4,108,000 per- 
sons. A record 5,500,000 were 
jobless last June. A_ 16-city 
survey by the New York Times 
last week indicated some of 
the nation’s major mass pro- 
duction centers “are haunted 
by the prospect of permanent 
pools of jobless workers as a 
carryover trom the recession.” 

Nixon, Mitchell Views. 

An indication of Administra- 
tion thinking contained in 
speeches by Nixon and Mit- 
chell. In a talk before the 
Harvard Business School As- 
sociation last September, Nix- 
on advocated “permanent re- 
forms” in the unemployment 
insurance system. He proposed 
bringing in 12,000,000. workers 
not now covered and prolong- 
ing benefits periods. He urged 
that the Government and. the 
states work together to estab- 
lish higher minimums stand- 
ards 

Mitehell said in a speech be- 
fore the Atlantic City conven-

At a press conference Jan.

Eisenhower Proposals. 

Mr. Eisenhower's economic 
report recommended extending 
benefits to firms having fewer 
than four workers and to vari- 
ous categories of workers not 
now covered. The report said: 

“Benefits should be raised 
so that the majority of cov- 
ered workers will be eligible 
for payments equal to at least 
half their regular earnings: 
and the maximum duration of 
benefits should be lengthened 
to 26 weeks for any person 
who qualifies for any benefit 
and who remains unemployed 
that long. 

“These steps would ‘greatly 
enhance the contribution that 
the unemployment compensa- 
tion system makes to our econ- 
omy’s capacity to resist reces- 
sion. During the recent reces- 
sion, this system offset direct- 
ly about one-third of the de- 
cline in wage and salary pay- 
ments. Supple.nented by tem- 
orary legislation providing 
onger duration of eligibility 
for employes who exhausted 
their entitlement to benefits, 
unemployment insurance pay- 
ments substantially alleviated 
hardships arising from loss of 
income.”

Among other factors sup- 
porting the belief the legisla- 
tion has an excellent chance 
of adoption this year are these:

Opposed by U.S. Chamber. 


The United States Chamber 
of Commerce is actively oppos- 
ing federal minimums. 

The chamber’s objections can 
be summarized as follows: 

Federal minimums would re- 
Strict the freedom of states to 
adjust their programs to chang- 
ing local conditions; they would 
remove decision-making on 
benefit adequacy from. those 
closest to the local conditions 
and thus best fitted to make 
these determinations: a single 
standard would be either mean- 
ingless in some states or would 
create inequitable tax burdens 
for all employers in others: 
they would inevitably force 
Congress to establish standards 
on’financing and other aspects 
of the program; they would de- 
stroy individual employer expe- 
rience rating, and they would 
be a departure from the law's 
basic concept for the last 20 
years, 

The bill introduced this week 
would establish additional stand- 
ards to be‘met by states as a 
condition of employers getting 
credit against the federal un- 
employment tax, and by estab- 
lishing a system of re-insurance 
to aid depleted state reserves. 
The standards would not be 
effective until July 1, 1960, to 
give time to state legislatures 
to enact new laws 

Theory and Practice. 

At the present time, employ- 
ers are nominally subject to a 
3 per cent federal tax on the 


first $3000 of an employe's 
wages. The employer actually 


pays three-tenths of 1 per cent 
on the theory the states will col- 
lect the remaining 2 and seven- 
tenths. In practice employers 
pay the states from little or 
nothing to something above the 
theoretical figure. 

Figures compiled by the AFL- 
CIO show the average employer 
tax rate last year in terms of 
percentage of taxable payrolls 
was, for example, 2 and seven- 
tenths per cent in Alaska, Rhode 
Island and Washington; 1 per 
cent in Missouri and four-tenths 
of 1 per cent in Virginia.

“primary” benefits one-half of 
his weekly wage or two-thirds

A FEW WEEKS AGO a smallish, 
delicate looking man with an English- 
type mustache appeared on the Jack 
Paar television show and started talking. 
Within a few moments the live audience 
and the other guests on the program 
were laughing themselves into a state 
of hysteria as the speaker loosed a tor- 
rent of fantasy, metaphor and neon-lit 
hyperbole. 

This was Alexander King, a ‘“‘char- 
acter” if there ever was one and a man 
of so many parts that it would be diffi- 
cult to assemble them into a fixed 
identity. Having read Mr. King’s book, 
*“Mine Enemy Grows Older,” I can 
testify that he is not just a compulsive 
talker with an unbridled sense of the 
ridiculous. His writing has the same 
fluency, the same mixture of erudite 
allusion and impudent colloquialism, 
and it reads as if it could go on forever. 

At one time and another Mr. King 
has been a surrealist easel painter, a 
cartoonist, a book illustrator, an editor 
of Life, a contributor to the New 
Yorker, a play doctor and a translator 
of Ovid. Those activities brought him 
into the upper reaches of New York's 
intellectual society; but as he was a 
drug addict for nearly 10 years he is 
also a graduate of the lewer depths. 


HIS STRUGGLE against the drug 
habit, which he contracted after being 
treated with morphine for another kind 
of illness, is undoubtedly the most im- 
portant element in these memoirs. 
During the period of his addiction Mr. 
King was incarcerated four times in the 
Federal] Narcotics Sanatarium at Lex- 
ington, Ky., twice voluntarily and twice 
under duress. é 

While thus incarcerated he got to 
know his fellow “junkies” as a man 
knows his family. Sporadic attempts at 
private cures brought him a similar 
intimacy with psychiatric practice and 
the deceptive rationality of the legally 
insane. 

From these experiences one might 
have expected a report of unrelieved 
grimness with a potent moral attached. 
It was grim enough and Mr. King does

offer his moral: You can only cure 
yourself—as he has done—and with the 
aid of others who.are willing to expend 
a little care and compassion on you.

KING GEORGE Vi: HIS LIFE AND 


REIGN, by John W. Wheeler-Bennett.

GEORGE VI’S PLACE in history 
is that of the man who neither expected 
nor wanted to be king but who when he 
was thrust into the job made an aston- 
ishing success of it and died universally 
beloved and esteemed. 

I€ ever a younger brother was content 
49 let his. older brother have a distaste- 
rui job it was Bertie, as he was known 
to his family, in his relationship with 
Edward VIII and the crown of England. 
He not only did not want to be king but 
the very idea terrified him. And when 
he learned that David's resolve to abdi- 
cate was no mere nightmare but the 
actual] truth, he “broke down and sobbed 
like a child.”’ 

The story that is told in the pages of 
this impressive biography is an inspir- 
ing one because it deals with a man 
who was a genuine human person, quite 
ordinary in most respects, and it por- 
trays him in a manner that wins the 
reader’s sympathy from beginning to 
end. It is the portrait of a man who 
did his very best, rising to innumerable 
difficult occasions with admirable pluck 
and determination. 

He had shown these qualities in the 
first World War, notably when he had 
overcome a strong distaste for flying 
and earned his wings as an RAF pilot. 
Ahd when he faced one of the most 
serious handicaps that could afflict a 
king, the stammer that had been his 
since a boy, he was able by dogged per- 
severance to conquer it. 

He brought many other good qualities 
with him to the jab of kingship: A love 
of sport, an excellent combination of 
humor and dignity, a penetrating mind, 
pragmatic common sense, an eagle eye 
for detail, and, above everything else, 
a deep devotion to the public service. 
THE ASSUMPTION is too com- 
monly made that in this democratic age 
the monarch is a useless and expensive 
ornament. Upholders of the institution 
sometimes -confine their defense to 
pointing to the need of a visible head 
for the British Commonwealth. The 
Crown, they say, is the symbol of unity 
—the only one there is. But readers of 
Mr. Wheeler-Bennett’s very complete, 
and thoroughly researched and docu- 
mented life, will find much that may 
modify a mental picture that the mon-

arch’s role is purely ceremonial. By 
taking us behind the facade of pomp 
and revealing how the monarch actually 
functions in a modern state, he shows 
that there is a utility to the institution 
not apparent to the eye. 


In the first place, the king still has 
his constitutional prerogatives. Walter 
Bagehot defined them 92 years ago in 
his classic work “The English Consti- 
tution.” In his relation to his ministers 
he has three inalienable rights: To be 
consulted, to encourage and to warn. 
And each of these George VI exercised, 
and in a way that earned the respect 
of his ministers. 


IN ADDITION there is the position 
of moral leadership the king holds, and 
this is what George VI understood best 
of all and filled with the greatest honor. 
He believed simply and completely that 
the Crown must represent all that is 
best in the national character and he 
dedicated himself to setting an example 
of devotion to duty and service to the 
State. “In his selfless service to his 


people,” says his biographer, ‘“‘he spared 


George VI and the Throne He Did Not Want 


himself nothing.” And no one reading 
this account of his life can doubt that 
was the simple truth. 

The particular ideal he set himself to 
implement as king was to identify the 
Royal Family with the people. The 
activities closest to his heart when he 
was Duke of York had been the Indus- 
trial Welfare Society and his own Camp 
for boys, the purpose of which had been 
to bring boys together from the top and 
the bottom social levels.

During his visit to Canada and the 
United States in 1939, which was such 
a tremendous personal success for him, 
he said to one of his advisers: *“‘There 
must be no more high-hat business, the 
sort of thing that my father and those 
of his day regarded as essential] as the 
correct attitude—the feeling that certain 
things could not be done.” 

That visit had considerably more than 
ceremonial importance. It made the 
name King George for the first time 
popular in America, and it laid the 
foundation for the coming war alliance. 
President Roosevelt and the king estab- 
lished warm personal relations, and ex- 
changed more than polite pleasantries 
at Hyde Park. Among other things, they 
discussed how the coming war could be 
won, with American help. 

F.D.R. assumed a warm fatherly atti- 

tude toward George whicl is amusingly 
shown: At 1:30 a.m., at the end of the 
long tiring day of his stay, the Presi- 
dent, remembering his duties as host, 
leaned over and said, ‘“‘Young man, it’s 
time for you to go to bed.” The young 
man at the time was 43. 
WHAT WILL LIVE longest, of 
course, in the minds of -the people of 
Britain, and particularly of London, was 
the way in which their king shared 
their perils during the days of the Blitz. 
That alone won him their unstinted love 
and affection. 

George VI has been fortunate in his 
biographer. Mr. Wheeler-Bennett has 
left nothing undone to make this the 
definitive, as well as the official life. 
The perspective will change with time 
but the character here drawn of a good 
and noble king will always remain. 
American readers, while they may find 
an excess of detail which gives the 
book its great length, will not find it 
boring. Mr. Wheeler-Bennett's writing 
has the conspicuous merit of always be- 
ing interesting.

Life With Scott Fitzgerald

THE STAR OF F. SCOTT FITZGERALD has 
risen so high that everything about him has become a matter 
of literary interest. Biographies, analytical 
writing, plays about him, as well as innumerable articles 
attest to the current curiosity about a man neglected and 
ignored for so long. The pendulum has swung so far, in fact, 
that some of his longtime admirers may feel that his {mpor- 
tance is being exaggerated—that he isn’t quite the one and 
only big American novelist. 

Now comes Sheilah Graham, the original Kathleen of his 
unfinished novel, “The Last Tycoon,” to fill in gaps in our 
information about his last years. It has taken the Hollywood 
columnist a long time to come forward, sir.ce Fitzgerald died 
in 1940. And he is only part of her autobiography, on which 
she has had the help of Gerold Frank, the man who set down 
the rather more lurid stories of Lillian Roth and Diana 
Barrymore. 

Miss Graham's story is a surprising revelation. Born in 
the slums of East London and placed in an orphanage at the 
age of 6, she resolved as a’ gir] that upon her release she 
would be somebody. She became a beauty and was smart 
enough to grasp her opportunities... Before long, after work- 
ing as a saleswoman, she married a major of good family, 
who allowed her to go on the stage while keeping her mar- 
riage secret; she won the title of London’s most beautiful 
chorus girl and was proposed.to by a man many times a 
millionaire; attached herself to the British aristocracy and 
went to Switzerland with voung swells—and in time wan- 
gled a job as a Hollywood correspondent 
BY NOW DIVORCED, she was on the point of becom- 
ing engaged to the Marquess of Donegall when met 
Fitzgerald, who was then ‘feverishly at work in Hollywood 
trying to pay off debts of some $40,000. The golden youth 
of the ‘20s and chief chronicler of those frivolous days had 
come on shard times. 

The yacht’ and champagne interlude was over and 
gerald was so nearly forgotten that ‘The Great Gatsby” 
out of print. His wife,. Zelda, was in a sanitarium, and his 
daughter, Scottie, was in an expensive school. Fitzgerald 
was striving desperately to re-establish himself as a writer 
and quit drinking. 

He and Miss Graham were attracted to each other and 
she devoted the next four years to caring for him. It never 
occurred to him to divorce Zelda and, strait-laced as he fun- 
damentally was, it bothered him that he could not marry 
“Sheilo.”” There were rough, hard times for them, since. he 
never fitted into the Hollywood pattern and his penchant 
‘or staying quietly at home wasn’t ideal for her, depending 
as she did on contacts to write her column. 

BUT DURING THEIR QUIET TIMES-they were 
somehow happy and he did his best to educate her. This 
explains the subtitle-of her book; the main title, “Beloved 
Infidel,” is that of a poem he wrote to her. The heartbreaks 
for her came when he slipped over the edge and went on a 
binge, Once, after he had become violeht, she left him for a

WITH NEW BILLS IN THE NEW CONGRESS 
to overcome recent controversial Supreme Court decisions— 
introduced in the Senate by Keating of New York, Republi- 
can, and Colma, of Mississippi, Democrat—the country can 
expect to see more agitation in the present session to limit 
the jurisdiction of our highest bench. Here are books that 
will be of major assistance to those who would like to know 
more about the issues, the bettles of the past and the setting 
of the struggle tha. waxed so hot last year. 

“Marble Palace” by John P. Frank, formerly on the law 
faculty at Indiana and Yale universities, and now in appel- 
late practice in Phoenix, Ariz., is one of the best books on 
the Supreme Court: ever .written. Humorous, entertaining, 
and not at all unwilling to see the fun that crops out in 
august places, the author writes out of a wealth of knowledge 
about the Supreme Court. 

More than 15 years ago he served Justice Black as law 
clerk and just 10 years ago he brought out his first book, 
“Mr. Justice Bfack: The Man and His Opinions.” This gave 
John Frank an intimate understanding of how the Supreme 
Court has worked in its recent years—under Hughes and 
Stone and Vinson. 

Then as a teacher of constitutional law and Supreme Court 

history he acquired a deep learning in the earlier periods of 
the bench over which Jay and Marshall, Taney, Chase, Fuller 
and Taft presided. When he left Yale to practice, legal edu- 
cation lost a fine teacher if happily the country did not also 
lose a Supreme Court writer and scholar. 
THERE ARE AN INFINITE NUMBER of values 
in ‘“‘Marble Palace.” Take the row over desegregation in the 
public schools. Frank shows in his discussion of the 1954 
decision that more than 30 years ago when Edward Douglass 
White of Louisiana was Chief Justice, the Supreme Court 
began to hand down decisions against discrimination on 
‘racial lines. 

How could the Supreme Court after World War II do less 
for democracy, when-the challenge came in the era of Earl 
Warren of California, than it did in 1917 when an gx-Con- 
federate soldier presided ove® the supreme tribunal? 

The Frank pages are filled with insights, bits of history, 
segments of personalities, descriptions of how the Justices 
do their work on the cases that come to them. He also dis- 
cusses the background and selection of Justices and the 
parts that accident and politics play. A paragraph will sug- 
gest how the book reads and also its general point of view: 

“Perhaps the oddest aspect of the recent uproar over the 
Supreme Court is the sense of surprise that goes with it. 
The Court has been a tame Tabby for so many years that 
apparently some observers are astonished to discover that it 
still has power, teeth and muscle. It is, after all, the head 
of the third branch of the Federal Government, and it has 
duties to perform and the means to do the job.” 

“Marble Palace” is just about as valuable in understanding 
the Supreme Court controversy as a scoreboard that lists the 
plavers, substitutes and rules is useful in following a ball 
game. 

THE SECOND BOOK LISTED ABOVE is by one 
of the leading academic biographers of Supreme Court fig- 
ures, primarily Brandeis and Stone. Mason, who teaches at 
Princeton, With Taft chief justiceship and comes 
down well into the Warren period. His favorite of the quar- 
ter century span is Stone and he does not mind at all cutting 
away some of the credit that the late Charles Evans Hughes 
has received for being a Judicial statesman. 

Here is how Mason appraises Hoover's 
Justice: 

“An inclination to resist irresistible change and then to 
move along with solutions one has had no conspiculous role 
in shaping are not the marks of statesmanship. At.. the 
expense of both the form and substance of the law, he 
(Hughes) seemed unduly interested in preserving the Court's 
symbolic function.” 

Although Mason spends little time on the Truman-Vinson 

era and the serious setbacks to civil liberties in that unfor- 
tunate period, he welcomes the relief from it that has come 
with the reconstitution of the Supreme Court by the Eisen- 
hower appointments, particularly Chief Justice Warren and 
Justice Brennan. He salutes the present ceurt for taking 
up “positive responsibility’ which had been ducked in the 
Vinson years. 
HAROLD COY WROTE a successful book for young 
people called “The First Book of Congress,” and is equally 
successful with this new one on the Supreme Court, He 
tells how cases get to the Supreme Court, how they are 
passed upon, by whom and how, and what the major issues 
are. ; 

The text is clear enough in itself, but it is assisted 
markedly by colored illustrations drawn by Helen Borten 
whose work was material help to Coy’s book on Congress. 
A list of Justices, their years of service and the states from 
which they were appointed is a useful feature. 

“Voices in Court” is an anthology of writings “of the 
bench, the bar and the courtroom.” It will delight anyone 
who is interested in the literature of the law.

MUSEUM ACQUIRES

An Egyptian Coptic architec. 
tural sculpture, dating from 
the Sixth Century, has bee 
purchased by the City Art Mue 
seum, and will be placed on 
display today in the new acces- 
sions gallery. 

The sculpture, a bas-relief of 
a grapevine and birds, was 
carved from limestone § and 
still bears traces of its decora- 
tive painting. Purchase price 
was $7000. 

It is believed to have come 
the vicinity of Shiek el 
Ebada, near the site of ancient 
Antinopolis. 

“This is the third outstand- 
ing example of Coptic art in 
the museum’s growing collec- 
tion in this particular field,” 
Charles Nagel, director of the 
museum, said. 

“The motif of the sculpture

ican Activities. 

The jury found that Lewis 
had acted without malice and 
did not award any punitive 
damages.

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HUEFA SCORNFUL 
OF TROUBLES, 10

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 
(UPIl)—James R. Hoffa, who 
tomorrow starts his second 
year as president of the pow- 
erful Teamsters Union, vowed 
today to enlist thousands of 


new members this year. 

He scoffed at threats of trou- 
ble from court-appointed un- 
ion monitors, Senate rackets 
investigators, and a _ federal 
grand jury now probing Team- 
sters affairs. 

Union retorm legislation ap- 
parently is causing him more 
concern, especially a bill intro- 
duced by Senator John F. Ken- 
nedy (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
which would practically put 
him out of business. 

“This is worse than Taft- 
Hartley,” Hoffa said of the 
Kennedy bill during an inter- 
view. He added that AFL-CIO 
support for anti-racketeering 
measures astonished him and 
said, “If George Meany (AFL- 
CIO president) had any sense, 
he’d be fighting this kind of 
legislation.” 

Tough Enough to Survive. 

The hard-muscled Teamster 
leader insisted that his organ- 
ization would be tough enough 
to survive any legislation to 
regulate unions. But he said 
smaller,or weaker unions may 
not be so lucky. 

He boasted that 
membership hit a record peak 
of 1,653,000 last December. 
And he claimed to have estab- 
lished a “national minimum 
wage” of $2.47 an hour for 
over-the-road and local cartage 
drivers. 

The union 


is now tackling 
the nation-wide Sears mail 
order firm in an effort to win 
bargaining rights for 70,000 
workers. 

Hoffa said that in the months

“This should be a lesson to 


us,” one physicists said, “not 
to be in such a hurry to pub- 
lish experimental results and 
to be even more precise in 
making measurements.’ 

Comparison of Strength. 

What is this weak force like? 
First, it is very weak compared 
to the nuclear force deep in 
the atom which exerts a pull 
10,000,000 times greater. It is 
weaker than electro-magnetic 
force, which is only about one- 
hundredth as strong as nuclear 
force. 


But this weak force is in- 


comparably stronger than grav- 
ity, the weakest natural force 
in the universe. The weak force 
is stronger than gravity by a 
figure expressed. by number 
one followed by 29 zeros. 

Where does this force act? 
It acts at a single point in 
space where an atomic particle 
is disintegrating. It has no ef- 
fect beyond that point as do 
gravity and electro - magnetic 
force. It does not even act over 
the tiny distances that nuclear 
forces do. 

What are its principal mani- 
festations? It operates only 
when an atom or nuclear parti- 
cle decays. It governs the time 
in which this distintegration 
takes place. It, therefore, is 


very important in radioactivity 
—the decry of atoms. 
Many Have Taken Part. 

A host of physicists have 
tng on the problem: Dr. 

LD. Lee, of Columbia Univer- 
ote, Dr. C. N. Yang, of the In- 
stitute for Advanced Study, 
who gokthe Nobel prize for the 
parity destruction; Dr. Chien 
Shung Wo, also of Columbia 
who with collaborators did the 
experimental proof of the Lee- 
Yang hypothesis.

NEW YORK, Jan. 31 (UPID— 
General Manager Gabe Paul 
of Cincinnati said today that 
he and Joe Brown of the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates “spent about 100 
hours’ to complete the trade 
which brought Frank Thomas 
to the Redlegs, and the man 
who took up all that time was 
Harvey Haddix. 

The biggest National League 
trade of the off-season was 
started during the last World 
Series and finally consum- 
mated in a hotel suite just be- 
fore midnight Friday. The deal 
sent Thomas, pitcher Whammy 
Douglas, Outfielder John Pow- 
ers and Handyman Jim Pendle- 
ton, to Cincinnati in exchange 
for Haddix, Catcher Smokey 
Burgess and Third Baseman 
Don Hoak. 

“Thomas will be our third 
baseman,” said Paul in ex- 
plaining the deal. “We got him 
because we felt we needed a 
front-line third baseman and 
right-handed hitting power. 

“But the fellow who held up 
the deal was Haddix,” Paul 
continued. “Joe Brown and I 
estimate we spent 100 hours 
in making this deal. Since the 
Series, we got together on 
every detail except Haddix, We 
were very reluctant to give 
him up in view of the fact that 
we're still looking for stronger 
pitching. But Brown insisted 
on getting Harvey.” 

Pay By Hour. 


Brown, standing nearby, 
agreed that “if Gabe and I 
were paid by the hour on this 
deal, we'd both wind up being 
rich men.” 

“We were reluctant to give 
up Thomas, but if we didn’t, 
the deal never would have been 
made,” Brown said. “Hoak will 
be our third baseman and it 
looks right now like Burgess 
could be our first-string catch- 
er.’ 

Paul said he thought the 31- 
year-old, left-handed hitting 
Burgess “is much better de- 
fensively than most people give 


him credit for.” Paul also 
pointed out that Burgess’ "a 
lifetime batting average 


higher than that of any active 
catcher in baseball today, “‘in- 
cluding Yogi Berra.” For the 
past three. seasons, Burgess | 
has been second-string on the 
Redlegs, behind Ed Bailey.

But his 
wife, Alma, went off to a dif- 
ferent set to view another 
program. 

He bore down with his 
scoring, too, and insisted that 
conversation cease while 
Reuben Vargas and Tony 
Anthony were fighting. 


As the fight wore along, 
Harry poimted out some of 
the-things he watches for in 
® bout and which influence 
his decisions. 

He is an official who di- 
vides a round into three pe- 
riods, one minute each, 
which, he says, enables him 
to more accurately judge the 
work of the boxers. 

“That's the kind of a fight 


I like to work,” Harry re- 
marked about Vargas and 
‘Anthony. “It’s a good one, 


there's a minimum of clinch- 
ing and all the referee has 
to do is to keep out of the 
way.” 

Harry called attention to 
the excellent boxing of An- 
thony, with his sharp punch- 
ing and clever defense but 
said that the weight he was 
giving away to Vargas might 
prove too much of a handi- 
cap. Vargas was nine and 
three-quarter pounds heav- 
ier than Anthony, the No. 1 
challenger for the light- 
heavyweight title who has 
shown an inclination of late 
to move up into the heavy- 
weight division. He weighed 
177 pounds against 18634 for 
Vargas. 

It was apparent that An- 
thony had difficulty in evad- 
ing the bull-like rushes of 
Vargas who kept Tony off 
balance and was able to 
reach Anthony with smash- 
ing overhead blows with his 
right hand 

Kessler remarked late in 
the fight that it was a close 
one and “there'll be a split 
decision,” Harry went on

Hillsdale Wins $100,000 Maturity, 6th Straight Stake — 


Victor 
Refunds 
$4 For $2 


ARCADIA, Calif., Jan. 
(UPI)—Hillsdale raced to hr 
sixth straight and greatest 
stakes victory today as he cap- 
tured the $177,150 Santa Anita 
Maturity, world’s richest race 
for four-year-olds, by less than 
a length. 


The Indiana-bred and De- 
tgoit-owned Hillsdale finished 
under a slashing whip from 
jockey Tommy Barrow at the 
wire of the mile and a quarter 
race as the longshat Royal 
Living came charging at him 
in the stretch in the best effort 
of his career. 

Jewel's Reward was third 
and Swaps Kin was fourth as 
the well-regarded Warhead fin- 
ished out of the money. 

The winning time of 2:02 2-5 
was wel! off the stakes record 
and even further back of the 
track record. But the victory 
was a big one for Hillsdale and 
his owner, Michigan industrial- 
ist C.W. Smith, who had in- 
sisted all along that he had the 
best horse in the race. 

53,000 In Stands. 

A huge crowd of 53,000 rac- 
ing fans turned out for the 
12th running of the Maturity 
and installed Hillsdale an even 
money favorite. He returned 
$4.00, $3.20 and $2.50 across 
the board. Roval Living paid 
$10.60 and $4.60 for place and 
show and the entry of Jewel's 
Reward and Martins Rullah 
paid $290 for show 

The race appeared to be a 
two-horse battle almost from 
the start between Hillsdale and 
Jewel's Reward. By the time 
the field had run down the 
long straightaway in front of 
the stands and hit the turn, 
Jewel's Reward and Hillsdale 
were battling head and head 
for the lead. 

Swaps Kin attempted to stay 
with them, while Warhead was 
fourth some three lengths back 
of the leaders and Royal Liv- 
ing was fifth. 

Jewel's Reward. under the 
clever handling of Willie Shoe- 
maker, tried vainly to outrun 
Hillsdale down the backstretch 


and get into the final turn in 
tront, 
Barrow Does Job. 
But Tommv Rarrow. the 


Florida-born bov who achieved 
racing fame on Hillsdale, would 
not let Jewel's Reward take 
the lead awanm and was in front 
when they hit the turn. 

As the field veered into the 
stretch, Hillsdale had a length 
lead on Jewel's Reward, but 


Royal Living with his 112- 
pound impost against Hills- 
dale’s 123 was flying on the 
outside 

But it was a rich victory for 
Hillsdale and owner Smith, re- 


warding them with $91,150 ex- 
cluding the $10,000 it cost to 
make Hillsdale a supplemen- 
tarv nominee 

Thus Hillsdale added the 
richest race in the world for 
his age bracket to a string of 
stakes victories that includes 
a win over Round Table at 
the meeting. 

Hillsdale had earned $194.- 
845 prior to today's race and 
the victory sent his earnings 
close to the $&300,000-mark, 
with the $145,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap and another meeting 
with Round Table still ahead 
of him. ‘

On Weather Ship in North Atlantic 


Post-Dispatch Writer Describes Month’s ‘Vacation’ in Violent Gales as the

ONE WAY for a landlubber 
to become an old seadog quick- 
ly is to make a winter patrol 
in the North Atlantic’ on a 
Coast Guard weather ship. I 
went on one in December and 
nearly came unglued. 

Having written several edi- 
torials on the importance of 
weather ships, I conceived 
the idea that it might be in- 
teresting to see what life was 
like on one of them. I asked 
the Coast Guard if I could 
spend my month’s vacation on 
a weather ship and was told 
to report to the skipper of the 
Humboldt at Boston. 

When I left Boston on the 
Humboldt I weighed 170 
pounds. When I returned 29 
days later I weighed 151. I 
spent most of my energy 
simply trying to exist as that 
wallowing, plunging, devilish 
cutter cruised about at the 
mercy of the weather’s whims. 
Like the Ancient Mariner I 
have a tale to horrify all. It 
centers on life on a 10-mile- 
square station, called Echo, 
1300 miles east and a little 
south of Boston. 

If you are on a luxury liner 
in the 15,000 to 60,000-ton 
class, life on the winter North 
Atlantic is all right. It is not 
bad even on a_e 10,000-ton 
freighter. But the diminutive 
weather ships roll and plunge 
heavily in seas that would not 
disturb the bigger ships. After 
the way I tossed about on the 
2500-ton Humboldt I never 
want to hear again that once 
pleasing sea song, favorite of 
bass singers, “‘Rocked in the 
Cradle of the Deep.” 

Fair weather or foul, it is 
the duty of the Humboldt and 
her sister ships to stay on sta- 
tion, reporting the weather, 
serving as a beacon for trans- 
Atlantic planes and maintain- 
ing instant readiness to rescue 
ships and plames. There are 
nine weather stations between 
North America and Europe, 
four of them manned by the 
United States under an agree- 
ment with the NATO nations. 

Of the stations alléted to the 
United States, Bravo, midway 
between the Labrador coast and 
Greenland, is the _ farthest 
north. It catches the worst 
weather of all four stations. 
Farthest south is Echo, halfway 
between Bermuda and the. 
Azores. 


What. it may be asked, is _ 


so difficult about reporting 
on weather and standing by 
to answer distress calls when 
the ship is jammed with elec- 
tronic equipment, an abun- 
dance of meteorological gear, 
and food and fuel for two 
months at sea if necessary? 
First of all, there are the 
gales and hurricanes that the 
ship so often must fight dog- 
gedly just to remain on sta- 
tion. Second, there is the 
absolute boredom in _ fair 
weather of cruising around 
or drifting day after day on 
station. 


All this was an old story 
to the crew of the Humboldt. 
What’s more, they were ac- 
quainted with the vagaries of 
that 17-vear-old, flat-bottomed, 
Navy seaplane tender con- 
verted to Coast Guard use. 
Ah yes, it is easy now to un- 
derstand why they were so 
busy trying to decide just why 
I should be accompanying them 
on a weather patrol. Capt. 
Edgar Chester Jr., who greeted 
me at the Boston base pier, 
explained that I was just a 
curious newspaper man with 
no official duties. 

The officers smiled politely. 
In an effort to establish a bit 
of camaraderie, I volunteered 
that in my youth I had crossed 
the Atlantic under sail in a 
1000-ton barkentine,. They were 
not impressed. To all hands I 
was a strange creature and one 
to be watched closely. 

The scuttlebutt grew: I was 
doing it to win a $1000 bet, I 
was an escaped mental patient, 
I was some kind of investigator 
from a new super-secret agency 
in Washington, I was fleeing 
my many creditors, I was just 
plain stupid, and I had been 
shanghaied. Not until we ar- 
rived on Ocean Station Echo 
four days later for the 21-day 
tour of duty did the conjectur- 
ing begin to die away. 

Once on station, the weather 
shack, aft on the boat deck, be- 
came a fascinating place. High 
seas and wind meant trouble. 
Would the balloon, 6 feet in 
diameter, get clear of the ship? 
Would the wind beat it into

the sea? If the wind tore the 
balloon from the weather man’s 
hands before he got to the lee- 
ward side of the _ balloon 
bridge, the big bag was sure 
to puncture in the rigging or 
the antennas After it was 
clear, the weather men phoned 
the radar station to begin 
tracking and_ started. their 
check on the radiosonde weath- 
er signals 

The radar shack was a 
mighty lively spot. When the 
radar boys were not tracking 
they were likely to be contact- 
ing planes overhead or ships 
nearby. 

In the rest of the ship, the 
routine went on—drills, chip- 
ping rust, painting, overhaul- 
ing gear, chow, relieving the 
watch, and movies every night. 
The drills, particularly aban- 
don ship and rescue parties, 
were always snappy, but the 
apathy that goes with a cruise 
to nowhere persisted until 
Hump Day. That was the day 
when the cruise was half over. 
After Hump Day, the days 
seemed to move faster and the 
crew livened up. 

The day after Hump Day was 
deceptively calm. Flying fish 
appeared. So did porpoises. 
The radar boys amused them- 
selves picking up the porpoises 
on the scope where they regis- 
tered as graceful green arcs. 
Capt. Chester broke out his 
rod and reel and tried for 
dolphins, but didn’t get a 
strike. A shark flashed mo- 
mentarily about the fantail 
seeking garbage. 

The sun was out and the 
mercury stood at 70—but the 
barometer had gone into a 
nose dive. At evening chow- 
down, the fiddle boards, which 
fence the table off into 14-inch 
squares to keep dishes from 
sliding to the deck, were in 
place. 

By midnight the rolling and 
pitching were so severe that I 
was unable to sleep. First I 
hit the guard railing on the in- 
board side of my bunk and then 
the girders on the outboard 
bulkhead. When reveille came, 
it was most welcome. I tacked 
awkwardly across to the mess 
table, the pedestal of which 
was firmly embedded in the 
deck, and lashed my chair to 
the table. Eating was an acro- 
batic feat. 


By evening the waves 
were running 25 feet high 
and the wind was blowing 
40 knots. The Humboldt wal- 
lowed from side to side, the 
bow rising laboriously on a 
wave and then smacking 
down flatly into the trough. 
But if this was bad on Echo, 
what of Bravo 900 miles 
north in the Arctic? The eve- 
ning report showed “Nhat on 
Bravo Station the McCulloch 
was fighting 55-foot waves 
and winds of hurricane force. 
One man had been washed

overboard and lost. Several 
of the deck plates had been 
cracked. She was asking to 
be relieved. 

About this time it was dis- 
covered on the Humboldt 
that an eight-inch crack had 
developed below the water- 
line. The leak was stopped 
with a heavy application of 
cement. But at the evening 
meal I took no joy in the 
talk about ships having sunk 
as a result of a small leak 
that spread and of the fact 
that the German school ship, 
Pamir, had sunk last winter 
about 300 miles southeast of 
Echo Station in a hurricane 
with loss of 81 persons. I 
wandered up to the boatdeck 
and took another speculative 
look at lifeboat No. 4 which 
was my designated station 
for abandon ship. 


During the next three davs 
the seas and wind gradually 
subsided until they were down 
to about 6 feet and 15 knots. 
But the seas were confused, 
running from two and even 
three directions at the same 
time. Rain squalls came and 
went and the Humboldt’s dole- 
ful fog horn added to the mel- 
ancholy atmosphere. 

All this, I found when the 
patrol had only four days to go, 


was merely prelude. The ba- 
rometer had been bobbing 
about erratically and finally, 


as I watched in fascinated hor- 
ror, it began a steady drop. 
By noon the waves were roll- 
ing 35 feet high and the wind 
was up to 45 knots. 

That evening, as the 
built up even more and 
wind howled, one of the four 
civilian weather men with a 
rare sense of humor did a dia- 
bolical thing. Throwing open 
the door to his companions’ 
cabin, he shouted, ‘Quick, 
men! The crack—it’s spread- 
ing! Abandon ship!” For a 
brief moment consternation 
was in the air 

This was no time for joking, 
I told myself as I crawled back 
to the eight-foot-square steel 
cell that was my stateroom. I 
lay down, resigning myself to 
the inevitable, but soon  be- 
came unable to endure the vio- 
lent tossing and rolling. Per- 
haps, I thought, it would be 
well to go to the wheelhouse 
where I could learn exactly 
how much longer the. ship 
might be expected to. stay 
afloat. Perhaps I could get 
permission to send a last mes- 
sage by radio to my family. 

From the wheelhouse, I saw 
a 10,000-ton Liberty freighter

lying hove to with breakdown 
lights at her masthead. She was 
only a mile to starboard In 
response to a query. she ra- 
dioed: “Assistance not needed 
Am riding out storm.” 

Large waves were occasional- 
lv breaking over the wheel- 
house by now and Capt. Ches- 
ter had taken over the watch. 
The ship had to be brought 
about Time for the evening 
balloon release and the 50-knot 
wind was blowing dead against 
the weather shack door. It was 
impossible to get the balloon 
out. 


We were heading into mon- 
ster seas with just enough 
speed on both shafts to build 
up headway. Then, seeing his 
chance, the skipper ordered 
left full rudder, and two-thirds 
speed on the starboard shaft. 


I held my breath and 
clutched the safety railing. 
The Humboldt rose up on a 
big roller as she_ turned, 
thundered down and was 
caught almost broadside by a 
wave that shook the ship 
from stem to stern. Just 
as she was recovering, a big 
one smashed down. 

For what seemed ages I 
stared out the porthole at the 
solid green wall of water, 
wondering if the ancient 
Humboldt had given up the 
fight with the elements. I 
knew now what Homer 
meant when he said it was a 
grievous, dreadful and un- 
natural thing to perish at 
sea. And just then, with a 
pitch and roll that combined 
into one wild lurch, the 
Humboldt came clear. 


I recovered enough spirit to 
become mildly concerned 
about the weather men. Stum- 
bling down two ladders I 
made my way to the last scut- 
tle forward of the weather 
Shack ladder. I raised the 
hatch. Could I make it across 
the fantail to the ladder? As 
I was calculating, a green sea 
came roaring down. I tried to 
slam the hatch as a good bit of 
the ocean poured in. Wet and 
weary, I went back to my 
cabin. 

I changed my clothes. Sleep 
was out of the question. I 
lashed my chair to what im- 
movable fixtures I could find 
and sat down. In an hour or 
so, Frank Thrasher, the senior 
weather man with 74 patrols 
under his belt, came by. Trying 
to appear casual, I asked him 
if he had seen worse storms. 
With a grin he replied, ‘Well, 
not too many.” 

He suggested that I try sleep- 
ing on the thwartship transom 
in the ward room. By pulling 
the leather cushions up and 
forward a little, I could create 
a valley to lodge myself in. I 
tried it and it worked—ex- 
cept that I slid to port and 


starboard as the ship rolled. 
But at least I was not being 
pitched to the deck as the 
ship plunged and reared 

An officer coming off 


watch at 4 a.m; told me that 
45-foot seas and  55-knot 
winds were entered in the 
log. Two weeks later, back 
in St. Louis, I read a dis- 
patch from London telling of 
a freighter, the John Lykes, 
arriving there with a chief 
mate who had been washed 
overboard by a 50-foot wave 
and then washed back on 
board by another. It was the 
same storm that hit the Hum- 
boldt, 400 miles north of the 
freighter. 


Two days after the storm 
subsided, our relief ship, the 
Absecon, arrived and was 
hailed with joy by all hands, 


We began our four-day run to 
Boston. It was during that 
period that many in_the crew 
had to make a great® decision: 
Whether the beards and mus- 
taches they had been raising 
were worth keeping or should 
be judged failures and shaved °* 
off. Since most of the crew 
were 21 or younger, there was 
considerable removing of 
beards which had not matured. 

Thomas Robinson, a fireman 
who lives at 1004 North Eight- 
eenth street, St. Louis, decided 
to keep his goatee Another 
St. Louisan, John D. Watkins, 
a seaman, whose home is at 
324 Weiss avenue in Lemay, 
remained smooth shaven. 

Two days out of Boston, the 
Humboldt pulled off course 
slightly to pick up an injured 
seaman on the Outpost, a Navy 
radar picket ship. As the seas 
were running 10 feet high and 
a 32-knot wind was blowing, 
the transfer had to be made by 
high line instead of boat. 

The Humboldt and the Out- 
post, which was four times as 


big as the weather — ship, 
steamed on parallel courses 
about 100 feet apart. A small 


line was shot over to the Hum- 
boldt so that a three-inch nylon 
line could be set up. With the 
two ships only 80 feet apart 
and making 12 knots so they 
could stay on course, the in- 
jured sailor came sliding down 


the line in a carrier chair, 
spray drenching him. 
After that operation the 


Humboldt proceeded to Boston, 
arriving 36 hours later. It was 
a relief to find solid footing 
once more. But I missed the 
rocking and plunging and .the 
constant effort to sway this 
way and that to keep my foot- 
ing. 

A grinning seaman going on 
liberty paused and asked, “Are 
you going with us on Station 
Bravo next month?” 

“No, thanks, I replied and 
walked on without another look 
back at the Humboldt,

Convicted Wife Murderer Is Active in Behalf 
Of Other Prisoners at Ohio State Penitentiary— 


Public Still Shows Intense Interest

COLUMBUS, Jan. 31. 


WARDEN RALPH ALVIS, 
robust ex-professional football 
player who has bossed Ohio’s 
“Big House” for 11 years, has 
become accustomed to. the 
question. 

Everywhere he goes, as soon 
as his identity as warden of 
Ohio State Penitentiary is 
established, someone asks: 
“How is Dr. Sam _ getting 
along?” 


“Tt have never seen such 
amazingly sustained public in- 
terest in a case or a prisoner,” 
Alvis says. 


The prisoner, of gourse, is 
Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard, the 
handsome, 35-year-old osteo- 
pathic neuro-surgeon serving a 
life term for the brutal mur- 
der of his pregnant wife, Mari- 
lyn. She was killed in their 
comfortable home in a Cleve- 
land suburb overlooking Lake 
Erie July 4, 1954, 


During its 142-year history, 
the somber prison on the 
Scioto river has never wit- 
nessed anything that compares 
with the attention focused on 
Convict No. 98860 both insjde 
and outside the thick, towering 
walls. 


Somehow, through  pub- 
licity, America’s second larg- 
est state prison has been 
converted into the semblance 
of a massive movie set since 
Sheppard entered it on July 
20, 1955. The star is brood- 
ing, philosophical Sam Shep- 
pard, occasionally declaring 
his determination to “prove 
my innocence,” but concen- 
trating on “doing things to 
help the other prisoners.” 


Motorists passing the prisen 
on the fringe of the Columbus 
downtown district point out the 
institution to passengers as 
“the place where Sam Shep- 
pard is locked up.” Wives and 
parents visiting other prisoners 
usually ask: “Have you seen 
Dr. Sam lately?” Newly ar- 
rived convicts want to know 
all about Ohio's most promi- 
nent prisoner. 


Alvis tries to prevent any 
“personal publicity” for in- 
mates, but Dr. Sam’s doings 
continuously make news.

Sheppard case headlines pub- 
lished by Ohio newspapers in 
the past few months. 


Ripples of the case figured 
in some political headlines, too. 
A factor in the defeat of for- 
mer Gov. C. William ONeill 
was his confusing performance 
in the Dr. Sheppard drama. 
O'Neill, confronted with a 
Florida convict's “confession” 
of Mrs. Sheppard’s murder, 
granted — then canceled — per- 
mission for Dr. Sam to receive 
a lie detector test under the 
auspices of Erle Stanley Gard- 
ner, the mystery story writer. 


During the campaign, the 
successful candidate, Michael 
V. DiSalle cited O'Neill's flip- 
flop as an example of his “‘in- 
decision.” 


In the same election, Cleve- 
land voters gave a hotly-con- 
tested judgeship to Saul S. 
Danaceau, one of Sheppard's 
prosecutors. Thus the entire 
three-member prosecution 
team had been promoted from 
assistant district attorney to 
judge, John J. Mahon and 
Thomas Parrino having been 
elevated in earlier elections. 


All three former prose- 
cutors have an intense and 
furious devotion to the be- 
lief that Samuel H. Shep- 
pard was guilty as charged. 
This sentiment is shared by 
Coroner Samuel Gerber, 
Police Chief Frank Story, 
Homicide Capt. David Kerr, 
and former Detective Chief 
James McArthur, the men 
who directed the investiga- 
tion that resulted in the 
young doctor’s conviction.

ity of opinion in Bay Village, 
the prosperous suburb where 
Dr. Sheppard was physician 
for the high school track and 
football teams, where his mur- 
dered wife taught. Sunday 
school classes and water-skiied 
in the lake.

The state’s case, proved to 
the satisfaction of judge and 
jury, was that there were only 
three people in the house at 


the moment of murder — the 
victim, her sleeping son, and 
her husband. Dr. Sheppard 


insisted he was beaten by a 
‘“‘bushy-haired intruder’ who 
bludgeoned his wife. 


Dr. Sheppard, whose family 
has spent $100,000 in a futile 
effort to prove his innocence, 
said he would “try to live a 
useful life, even in. prison—as 
Marilyn would want me to do.” 


Alvis and other prison offi- 
cials will testify that he is 
doing just that. 


Although disqualified from 
practicing medicine, “Doc” is 
assigned to work as a male 
nurse in the prison hospital. 
His specialty is administering 
anesthetics for operations, 


“With pride.” he told John 
Borkowski, a Cleveland News 
reporter, “I say I know of no 
patient that was lost due to 


an operation at which Il 
assisted.” 
When John McCormick, 


member of a wealthy Pitts- 
burgh family serving a life 
term for a holdup murder, be- 
gan choking after an emerg- 
ency appendectomy, Dr. Shep- 
pard was credited with saving 
his life after his heart stopped. 


The Columbus doctor who 
performed the operation had 
left, and the convict nurse was 
alone with the dying patient. 
Dr. Sheppard massaged the 
man’s chest until his heart 
started beating again. 


Dr. Sam also assumed leader- 
ship of a convict plan to pre- 
sent the Red Cross with a 
“Christmas present” for its 
blood bank. He helped draw 
blood from the arms of hun- 
dreds of other inmates, and 
donated some himself. 


When the Sloan-Kettering 
Institute sought prisoner vol- 
unteers for risky injection of 
cancer cells, Dr. Sam was one 
of those who stepped forward. 
The tests are intended to prove 
that healthy bodies reject can- 
cer invasions, having a natural 
immunity to the disease. 


A high school football star

team works out on O. Henry 
Field, named for the insti- 
tution’s most famous alum- 


nus. Coaches don’t often 
double in brass as sports 
writers, but Dr. Sam does. 


His occasional sports articles 
appear in the weekly Ohio 
Penitentiary News. 


He was also author of an 
article in the prison paper 
which was widely reprinted 
and mailed by many prisoners 
to their families. In it, he sug- 
gested that what a convict 
most desires from his loved 
ones on the “outside” is an oc- 
casional informal photograph 
of themselves. 


Dr. Sheppard was warmly 
applauded by his fellow prison- 
ers when he served as master- 
of-ceremonies for their annual 
“Vandals Scandals,” a Christ- 
mas amateur theatrical per- 
formance. 


Both prison . officials and 
convicts attest that he has ap- 
parently become the most 

ular prisoner. Other in- 
mates seek him out for advice 
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and counsel on personal af- 
fairs, as well as hospital mat- 
ters. 


He dispenses this philosophy: 
“Try to live as useful a life as 
you can.” 

“He has adjusted very well 
to prison life,” Warden Alvis 


Says. 

Observers are dubious 
whether the spotlight of pub- 
licity will help or harm Dr. 


Sheppard’s cause when he be- 
comes eligible for parole in six 
years. 


The men whose efforts re- 
sulted in his conviction say 
that after four years behind 
bars, he has hypnotized him- 
self into believing that he 
did not commit the crime. 


But his. loyal brothers, Dr. 
Richard and Dr. Stephen Shep- 
pard, continue spending money 
in vain efforts to win his free- 
dom. 

Attorneys William J. Corri- 
gan and Fred W. Garmone are 
retained to carry on constant 
legal efforts aimed at permit- 
ting Dr. Sam to resume brain 
operations, instead of serving 
as anesthetist in a prison hos- 
pital. 

Harold B. Bretnall, a New 
York private detective, is still 
investigating for the family, 
hoping to turn up some clue 
that may prove Dr. Sheppard 
innocent. So is Dr. Paul L. 
Kirk, the “crime professor” 
and laboratory sleuth of the 
University of California. 


The Sheppard brothers are 
also fighting in court to pre- 
vent the Cleveland police 
pension fund from collecting 
a $10,000 reward the broth- 
ers posted for “information 
leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the murderer 
of Marilyn Sheppard.” 


They contend that the real 
killer is still free—despite 
the jury verdict and its af- 
firmation by the Cuyahoga 
County Court of Appeals, the 
Ohio Supreme Court, and 
the United States Supreme 
Court. 


Warden Alvis wonders out 
loud: “When will public inter- 
est in this case die down?” 


During his trial, Dr. Shep- 
pard was portrayed by the 
prosecution as a man who in- 
dulged in numerous extra-mar- 
ital romances. He continues 
to receive considerable fan 
mail from women he never 
met, who are convinced that 
he “looks too nice to be guilty.”

THE THREE STOOGES, who 
had been in a little bit of an 
eclipse, are back in business 
and flourishing after a single 
exposure. on Steve Allen's 
show and I couldn't be happier 
about it. Moe Howard was 
cornered and asked how he 
felt about the state of comedy 
in general and his in particu- 
lar. 

“T have always found, over 
the years,” said Mr. Howard, 
“that youngsters were always 
a large part of our audience. 
They were about 12 years old 
in the days when we started. 
Well these youngsters never 
forgot us and now they’re 35 
or 36-year-old youngsters. So 
we have them in all age brack- 
ets. I don’t know if a young- 
ster knows what we base our 
format on but I do know he 
loves the result. We base it, 

course, on the upsetting of 
dignity. There are endless ways 
to upset dignity. We hit a man 
with a high hat and tails in the 
face with a pie, or we turn 
social lions into bums. 

“We subtly, the three of us, 
always go into an area of life 
which we don’t understand. If 
we're going to go into society, 
the picture opens on us as 
garbage collectors. I think we 
appeal to all age brackets, and 
all class brackets. We do 
stupid th®gs but they're ex- 
cusable because we don't know 
any better.” 


Moe is the little mean 
stooge and I asked him if 
the reception of his act had 
changed over. the years. He 
beamed: “Now, little 3-year- 
old girls throw their arms 
around my neck and say ‘I 
love you’ and this is some- 
thing new for me. The kids 
used to hiss me or throw 
things at me. I even remem- 
ber when my son used to 
scare my niece by showing 
her a picture of me in cos- 
tume. But now people sym- 
pathize more and more with 
the misunderstood guy. 


“KIDS WATCH the Popeve 
films constantly. They can 
watch one Popeye film 10 and 
12 times without ever getting 
tired. They don't mind if he 
gets hit over the head with a 
mallet because they know he'll 


always get himself back into 
shape. But. underneath their 
adoration, they know that Pop- 
eve isnt real. He's make-be- 
lieve. When they see us, they 


know we're real and they also 
know that nothing is going to 
happen to us. 

“We're not as sadistic as 
Westerns, which to my mind 
are as violent as gangster 
movies. Kids don't mind see- 
ing somebody get it over the 
head so long as they know 
that person will get right up. 
In Westerns, kids are likely 
not to understand or not to 
like it when somebody doesn’t 
get up. 


“Thelast picture we made 
was fished in December 
1957 * at Columbia where 
we've been under exclusive 
contract for 24 years. In 
fact, we've made about 200 
films for them. | Seventy- 
eight of these have been re- 


leased to television after 
first having made their 
money in theaters. Our 


early pictures ran about 18 
minutes but as the costs rose 
they cut them down two 
minutes.” 


HE POINTS OUT that peo- 
want to laugh so badly 
that even in the depression 
people would spend their last 
two bits going to the movies 
or theater: “The trouble with 
comedy on oe of course, 
is over-expofure. In the old 
days, when a studio had a 
comedian, they pampered him 
If comedy is overdone or if 
it goes on too long, the publi 
gets a chance to think about 
it too much. That's one of the 
reasons we never contracted 
to do a feature. We didn’ 
think we could hold it up. Bu! 
on television, a comedian goes 
on every week. Jack Ben! 
is a little smarter than the 
rest. He only goes on twice 
a month. And I'm getting a 
little tired of him. 

“You have to remember that 
an entertainer must use the 
Same technique as a salesman 
uses. Never give the. buyer 
time to think about it too long 
or you've got resistance. You've 
got to keep chirping away.” 

He brooded a moment over 
the death of burlesque and 
stock and all the training 
grounds for comedy. Then he 
said: “I've enjoyed working on 
television. But the more | 
watch television, the less re- 
spect I have for the general 
TV audience. I don’t under- 
stand how they can watch so 
many Westerns, fer instance. 
They are the same, over and 
over again. In a Western—I 
don't care what kind of stories 
they use—there just better be 
a horse in there somewhere.”

Four-Foot Four-Inch Circus Tumbler Makes Lack of Size Pay Off; Others Also Do Well

WRESTLING isn’t as big as 
it was in the back-yonder of 
television when Milton Berle 
was almost as funny as Gor- 
geous George. There still is 
money in the show though and 
the wrestlers seem to be living 
well, especially the midgets. 

A representative midget, 
Lord Littlebrook, 4-foot-4 and 
96 pounds, appeared on Pro- 
moter Sam Muchnick's last 
card here. Littlebrook  esti- 
mated that he grossed $25,000 
last year. 

Another midget on the cir- 
cuit, Tito Infanti, has been 
publicized as a $70,000-a-year 
man whose onl worries are 
saving a little money and oc- 
casionally escaping from the 
hordes of beautiful girls who 
chase midget wrestlers with 
glad cries of ‘“‘How cute.” 

Littlebrook takes his wife 
with him for protection from 
other beautiful girls and occa- 
sionally from children. He is a 
kindly, courteous man. Usually 
he wins, because he is the good 
guy. After winning he signs 
autographs, mostly for chil- 
dren. They regard him as one 
of their own with extra mus- 
cles and a mustache and he 
autographed their books here 
with great surface grace and 
some inner disturbance. 

“IT never quite get used to 
kids shouting, ‘Hey, Lord!’”’ he 
said. 

Littlebrook went into a De- 
troit training school for wres- 
tlers four years ago as Eric 
Tovey, plain English citizen, 
and came out six months later 
as a wrestler, manufactured 
and titled in Michigan, Detroit 
has an assembly line for any- 
thing. 

Littlebrook was a quick study 
as a wrestler. He spent only 
six months in training, getting 
room and board and spending- 
money just like a college boy 
learning football. There were 
a great many things the faculty 
at the Harry Light Booking 
Agency didn’t have to teach 
him and the most important of 
these things was tumbling. He 
has been tumbling ever since 
he was apprenticed to a circus 
at the age of 14 in England 
and he had been in show busi- 
ness, in circuses and on his 
own, for 11 years 

He got his varsity letter at 
Light’s Booking Agency—a G 
for grunt the _ light-hearted 
wrestlers call it—and went 
forth as one of the agency's 30 
certified midgets, dwarfs and 
gnomes. A midget is a person 
built in good proportion but 
scaled down, a dwarf general- 
ly is big in the torso and stunt- 
ed in the legs. and gnome is 
just a word the press agents 
throw around when they tire 
of midget or dwarf. 

There are 50 booking agents 
and 500 wrestling promoters 
in the United States, Canada 
and Mexico and the midgets 
and dwarfs with a flairdor the 
act get steady work. Little- 
brook is on the right side of 
the supply-and-demand law in 
this country but he wasn't al- 
wavs solvent until he became a 
wrestler. 

He camé to the United States 
in 1949 with the Cole Brothers 
Circus and the circus had its 
moneys worth in him as a 
clown, an acrobat and an 
aerialist but the savings made 
on Littlebroek weren't suffi- 
cient to offset the losses of 
competing with Ringling Broth- 
ers-Barnum and Bailey Cole 
Brothers wept.bankrupt in 
Salt Lake City. The troupe 
boarded the circus train, went 
to winter quarters in Florida, 
and Littlebrook drew $500 
back pay as the circus drew its 
last breath. 

Littlebrook counted the $500. 
another English midget counted 
his $500, and together thev de- 
cided to live the rest of the 
winter on the Florida beach in 
a five-room. apartment like 
English Kings on $1000 Ameri- 
can. At the end of a month 
they'd learned all there is to 
know about living like kings 
these days. Thew were broke. 
Littlebrook went down to the 
beach to practice tumbling and 
see if the world looked better 
upside down. While he was 
walking on his hands a stran- 
ger came along and silently 
watched. 

The midget usually ignored 
Strangers. Big people who 
stopped and stared at him dur-

Safe Model Rocket for Boys That Works Every Time 


By Dr. I. M. Levitt 


Director, Franklin Institute 
Planetarium, Philadelphia 


HERE'S A TIP for voung- 
sters experimenting with home- 
made rockets. 

In tinkering with explosive 
fuel mixtures vou can avoid 
danger and also have an almost 
guaranteed successful series of 
flights bv using a model rocket 
perfected by C. Harry Stine, a 
rocket expert who has spent 
most of his professional career 
at the White Sands Proving 
Grounds and with the Martin 
Co. in Denver. 

To get first-hand experience 
with the Stine rocket, my son 
Peter and I spent an afternoon 
in a Philadelphia park launch- 
ing the rocket many times to 
heights of hundreds of feet. 
Both of us had a wondertul 
time learning how well the 
rocket operates and planning 
further experiments. 


The device is a small scale 
model of the Aerobee-Hi using 
a solid propellant of about a 
pound-second thrust. The model 
weighs but a few ounces but 
operates like its big brother on 
take-off. 

The thrust can carry it up- 
ward to 500 feet. Once it 
reaches this altitude the nose 
cone is blown off and out 
comes a thin plastic para- 
chute carrying the outfit 
safely back to earth. Thus it 
can be used over and over 


again. 
The rocket is completely 
safe. In talking to Stine at

learned there had been 10,000 
models fired without a mishap.

We plan to cluster 
four of the rocket motors to- 
gether to power. the model 
Special wiring will be required 
and here we face the same 
problem professional rocket 
makers are confronted with in 
clustering Jupiter motors to 
achieve a thrust of 1,500,000 
pounds 

Once the tinv motors ignite 
perfectly, Peter and 1 will 
watch our miniature Viking 
7ip upward to a vet undeter- 
mined altitude. Yet the rocket 
will not be lost, because of the 
parachute device in the nose 
cone 

Parents should be grateful 
to engineers § like Harry 
Stine who invest time and 
capital to work out the de- 
tails for safe rockets. While 
this rocket is a toy, in _prac- 
tice it teaches the teenager 
many facets of this most ab- 
sorbing science, 

He can, for example, use 
telescopes to find the height 
of the rocket and in so doing 
improve his knowledge _ of 
arithmetic and _ trigonometry. 
If he is a ham radio operator 
he can design a small trans- 
mitter to telemeter informa- 
tion to the launching site. He 
can exercise his ingenuity in 
designing various rocket 
shapes. 

These are just several of the 
bonuses accruing from the use 
of Stine’s “toy.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 31—In 
“Rashomon,” which opened at 
the Music Box this week, the 
materials of the theater have 
been molded into strange and 
fascinating shapes. 

The materials are the famil- 
iar ones—theme, acting. decor. 
But they all seem unfamiliar 
by the time the curtain comes 
down. For the theme, in Fay 
and Michael Kanin’s telling. is 
as remote from the ordinary 
stage as an ancient Japanese 
fable, which it is. 

The acting, under Peter 
Glenville’s direction, is like the 
movement of figures on an an- 
cient scroll. And Oliver Mes- 
sel’s settings, representing the 
decaying Rashomon gate and a 
barbaric bamboo jungle, are 
like the illustrations for a ma- 
cabre legend. ‘“‘Rashomon” is 
an incantation of things far 
away and long since forgotten. 

In point of fact, the source 
is the same one that produced 
a memorable Japanese screen 
play a few seasons ago—some 
stories by Rvyunosuke Akuta- 
gawa set in the Japan of 1000 
years ago. Three odd charac- 
ters, seeking shélter from the 
rain under the ruins of an old 
gate, try to discover the truth 
about a rape and a murder.

The wife of a Samurai has 
been raped in the forest by 
a bandit and the husband 
has been slain. While the 
three odd characters are dis- 
cussing what they have 
heard, four versions of the 
crime are acted in the ad- 
joining forest. In every ver- 
sfon, the essential facts are 
the same. But the characteri- 
zations differ. 


WHAT IS THE TRUTH? 
Is the bandit a brute or a rom- 
antic figure? Is the wife a 
woman of modesty or a strum- 
pet? Is the husband a man 
of honor or a coward? Truth 
has many sides according: to 
the witness, for the witness 
sees what he wants to see and 
tells what he wants the world 
to believe. From some remote 
distance the author of the 
stories look on coldly in a 
spirit of inquiry, committing 
himself to nothing except a 


sense of wonder over the intri- 


cacies of the mind and spirit. 

As authors of the play, Mr. 
and Mrs. Kanin have preserved 
the integrity of the theme. 
The writing is reserved and 
passionless. As director, Glen- 
ville has transmuted the mate- 
rial into a perfectly imagined 
microcosm of sound color and 
movement Nothing is real. 
created a drama less 
of people than of essences. The 
pace is deliberate; the move- 
ment ceremonial. And the em- 
phases are marked less by de- 
cisive strokes in the -acting 
than by explosions of harsh 
oriental music, written by Lau- 
rence - Rosenthal. 

All the acting is superb. 
As a Savagely cynical rogue, 
Oscar Homolka is in rare 
form —sneering, gesturing 
contemptuously, deriding ev- 
erything in acting that is 
thoroughly alive.

The general contract for @ 
dormitory and academic build- 
ing for the St. Luke’s Hospital 
School of Nursing has been 
awarded to the C. Rallo Con- 
tracting Co., Inc., it was re- 
ported yesterday by Warren 
McK. Shapleigh, president of 
the hospital’s board of di- 
rectors, 

The six-story dormitory is 
to rise above the six-year-old 
service wing of the hospital at 
5535 Delmar boulevard at a 
cost of $1,039,067. The con- 
tract for the two-story aca- 
demic building, which is to be 
on Enright avenue, on Prapery 
acquired last year immediately 
west of the hospital’s power 
plant, is for $439,406. 

Kenneth E. Wisciimeyer is 
the architect for both build- 
ings, which will be connected. 


.Henry C. Morrison is chairman 


of the building committee. 

A $625,000 loan from the 
Federal Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency will provide part 
of the funds for the dormitory. 
A gift of $237,000 made last 
November by the Danforth 
Foundation will provide for 
laboratories and classrooms in 
the academic building. Addi- 
tional funds needed for the 
construction of both buildings 
is being sought through gifts 
from friends of the hospital. 
This fund-raising effort is 
headed by Douglas V. Martin 
Jr., director of development. 

Gifts made for this purpose 
since last April 1 total $600,860. 

The dormitory, with en- 
trances from the parking area 
on Delmar boulevard, will have 
200~beds. It is to be superim- 
posed on the present one-story 
service wing now located im- 
mediately west of and connect- 
ed with the hospital proper. 
The first floor of the dormi- 
tory is to be used for lounge 
and recreational areas and will 
include infirmary facilities. 

Each of the upper five floors 
of the building is to accom- 
modate 40 students in two-bed 
rooms. Each room is to be 
provided with toilet and lava- 
tory. Upper floors also are to 
include snack kitchens, wash- 
ing, drying, and pressing facili- 
ties, and student lounges. A 
section of the building’s roof 
will be equipped as a sun-deck. 
The entire building will be air- 
conditioned. It is to be con- 
nected to the main hospital 
structure at the latter’s sec- 
ond floor level. 

The two-story classroom and 
gynasium building will be 
erected on property imme- 
diately to the west of the new 
dormitory structure, with a 
connecting passage between the 
two. The first floor of the 
school building will include 
faculty offices, lecture rooms, 
a nursing arts laboratory, and 
gymnasium, with accompanying 
locker room and related fa- 
cilities. The gymnasium is to 
have a stage, to permit the 
utilization of the area for meet- 
fngs of various sorts, and a 
serving kitchen to be used for 
dinner meetings and other oc- 
casions where food is served. 

The second floor of the 
school building is to provide 
the main office suite for mem- 
bers of the faculty of the school 
of nursing, and for nutrition, 
chemistry and anatomy labora- 
tories.

“This expansion program by 
First National Bank of Clay- 
ton is in keeping with the gen- 
erally increased activity in the 
Clayton area and reflects the 
progress this bank has been 
making in recent years,” Ruch 
said. ‘“‘We are convinced that 
the people of this territory 
look to their. community bank 
to set the pace of progress. 
First National always has been, 
and will continue to be, alert 
to the requirements of the 
area it serves. The new bank- 
ing facilities will be the most 
modern and attractive possible. 
They will enable us to meet 
the future demands of Clay- 
ton and the surrounding terri- 
tory for many years to come.” 

The present banking quarters 
of First National at 7817 For- 
syth will be abandoned when 
the new facilities are ready, and 
the move to the new location 
only a few hundred feet away 
at 7 North Bemiston will be 
made on a carefully-planned 
schedule, so as not to interfere 
with daily banking operations, 
Ruch said. 

The front of the Barford 
Building is now in Colonial 
architecture. The architects and 
the bank felt this style should 
be maintained, in keeping with 
the immediate area. There will 
be improvements and made to 
the front of the building to per- 
mit the required interior ar- 
rangement to be achieved for 
the new facilities. The north, 
or Maryland side of the new 
bank building, will be all new 
contemporary style. 

On the north side, four drive- 
up window stations are to be 
provided. Above these stations 
will be a board of directors’ 
room, employe lounge, lunch- 
room, lavatories and storage 
areas. Fach teller’s drive-up sta- 
tion will be equipped with a 
circular st air (in turret-like 
ends that will frame the drive- 
through space at each window) 
to the overhead area, where 
communication can be had to 
the banking quarters. 

Along the north wall, at the 
west side of the Barford Build- 
ing, a large splayed metal wall 
screen will be built on which 
will be mounted the bank sign 
in bright-colored, illuminated 
letters. A view of the wall will 
be possible through the Mary- 
land avenue side on the north. 
At the base of this screen, a

canopy will provide shelter over 
the customer parking lot and 
entrance to the building. 

Just west of this entrance 
there will be a customer walk- 
up window for quick service. 
A night depository will be lo- 
cated on the Bemiston avenue 
side for-use of customers re- 
quiring after-hour facilities. 
Windows and entrance doors 
will be in aluminum. Planting 
boxes and other greenery will 
adorn the building and prem- 
ises. 

The .ground floor of the 
building will have a_ public 
lobby 40 feet wide and 130 feet 
long, treated entirely in the 
modern theme. Entrances at 
both ends of the building will 
provide for a convenient flow 
of traffic, and the west en- 
trance will be adjacent to the 
parking area. 

The tellers’ counter will run 
the length of the lobby area, 
where low, open-top view of 
the banking transaction may be 
had by the customer. The floor 
in this area will be -polished 
terrazzo. Across from the tell- 
ers’ counter and running the 
length of the lobby will be the 
executive offices. A hanging, 
undulating canopy over this 
section will provide an unusual 
and attractive effect, 

Lighting of the entire area 
will be through translucent 
material, eliminating fixtures 
and concealing the light source 
from the eye. 

Walls will be paneled walnut 
or finished with plaster. A 
large and _ colorful accent 
screen will stand back of the 
tellers’ area. Customer check 
desks will be of walnut, glass 
and metal. 

There will be rooms for con- 
ference use by customers.

In Washington, Episcopalians Make a St. Louisan

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N HIS NEW POSITION, Presiding 
Bishop Lichtenberger will have his 
headquarters in New York City and 

live in Greenwich, Connecticut. It will 
be a busy life for the grocer’s son who 
was born in Oshkosh, Wisconsin, Janu- 
ary 8, 1900. In addition to being spir- 
itual leader of his denomination, he 
will be his church’s chief representa- 
tive and spokesman. He will have 
jurisdiction over American Episcopal 
churches in Europe and over mission- 
districts, although he will have no 
direct authority over other bishops. 
He will head the House of Bishops 


and the National Council, which con- 
ducts the missionary, educational and 
social work of the church, and he will 
be chief consecrator of all new bishops. 
What is more, he will have to do 
a considerable amount of traveling, 
not only in this country, but to the 
church's establishments and confer- 
ences ayer, wee the world. 

One of Bishop Lichtenberger’s chief 
objectives is the unity of all Christian 
churches, the Protestant, Roman Cath- 
olic and Eastern Orthodox. He plans 
to devote much of his effort to this end 
during his tenure as presiding bishop.

Is Allergic to Flowers 


Anna Russell, Concert Stage Comedienne, 
in a Not-so-gentle Spoof of Pomposity

N THIS PAGE is a photographic study of a 
woman seized with agony and embarrass- 
ment at a highly important moment in her 

life. Standing before members of her music club, 
she is about to give the guest speaker a gushy 
introduction when she suddenly sniffs the air 
in the manner of the inveterate hay fever suf- 
ferer. Pollen from her corsage has made contact 
with her nostrils. Quickly the flowers are shifted 
to the hand that holds the notes for her speech. 
A handkerchief takes their place. Gallantly, with 
facial twitches, she attempts to fight off a sneezing 
attack — but in vain. The big sneeze explodes. 
All these goings on constitute an impersona- 
tion done by Anna Russell, a trained musician 
who makes her living spoofing assorted pomposi- 
ties of the music world. The satirical bit, called 
“President of the Women’s Music Club,” is one of 
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many that has established Miss Russell as the 
leading comedienne of the concert stage. She 
specializes in letting the air out of sacrosanct no- 
tions about opera, popular music, virtuoso per- 
formers and the people who listen to them. 
Among her valuable assets is a voice ranging 
from soprano to baritone and a face that is “like 
a collapsible camp chair.” Sellout audiences at- 
tend her recitals at New York’s Carnegie Hall. 
She has put listeners in stitches at the serious 
Edinburgh Music Festival in Scotland. Her re- 
cordings have hit the best seller lists. 

Miss Russell was born in England, studied 
music, had a brief career as a serious concert 
artist before discovering she was a comedienne. 
She will make an appearance with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra next Sunday afternoon in a 
special concert at Kiel Auditorium Opera House. 
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THE POWER BEHIND CASTRO 


Rebel Chief's Enormous Popularity With the Cuban People Demonstrated at Havana Rally 


IGHTLY PACKED for as far as the eye can see, 
Cubans of almost every description raise their 
arms in support of Fidel Castro (standing before 

microphones) as he addresses a rally in Havana. 
The young leader of the revolt that overthrew the 
Batista dictatorship on New Year's day had asked 
for a show of hands from those who wanted execu- 
tions of “war criminals” from the fallen regime to 
continue. With the bearded hero on the platform 
are members of his revolutionary band. Other 
insurgents stand among the people on ground 
level. The rebel soldier at right wears a “July 26” 
patch on his sleeve. Date is of an abortive raid 
against barracks at Santiago, undertaken by Castro 
in 1953, at start of his drive to unseat Batista. 


Castro called the rally after being stung by | 
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foreign criticism, particularly in the United States, 
of the hasty manner in which death sentences were 
being imposed and carried out. The mass meeting 
was held in a park in front of the presidential pal- 
ace. Busses brought thousands to the capital from 
throughout the island nation. Sound trucks blared 
through Havana, broadcasting appeals to attend. 
Except for vital services, businesses and offices 
were closed. The outpouring was so gréat that a 
headcount was impossible. The crowd jammed 
the three- block park and all streets leading to it. 
Windows, balconies and rooftops of nearby build- 
ings were packed. Castro's followers claimed 1,000,- 
000 persons were on hand—nearly equal to Havana's

population or to a sixth of Cuba’s inhabitants. 

The rally showed beyond any question that 
Castro's popularity is enormous—that the Cuban 
people are behind him, are his source of power. 
But the swelling sea of upstretched arms also was a 
sobering reminder of the thin line that separates a 
genuine demonstration of public opinion and an 
emotional outburst of an aroused mob. The hands 
held high in support of Cuba’s hero bore disquieting 
similarities to the “Heil Hitler” salutes in Nazi Ger- 
many. In the days and months ahead, the world 
will be watching Castro and his followers, to see 
whether they are able to use their enormous popu- 
larity to bring about clean and democratic rule— 
rule that provides orderly justice, even for the 
hated henchmen of a fallen dictator.

For Cleaning Up Auto Exhausts 


Devices That Eliminate Most of Smog-Producing Hydrocarbons Shown in Detroit

Three experimental devices cleaning up 
automobile engine exhaust fumes were un- 
veiled recently at a meeting of the Society 
of Automotive Engineers in Detroit. Their 
inventors claim the devices eliminate 60 
to 90 per cent of the exhausts hydrocar- 
bons, a major contributing cause of city 
smog.

to a car by its inventor, Stuart Ridgeway of 
Thompson Ramo- Wooldridge, Incorporated. 
Described as a flame type after- burner, it 
operates by adding air to the exhaust, heat- 
ing that mixture and causing further com- 
bustion. Ridgeway said the additional 
burning can eliminate up to 90 per cent 
of the exhaust hydrocarbons.

The 
third device described at the meeting was developed 
by General Motors; none are as yet in production.

Grandma was trite—but right 


When I think of my grandmother, | 
think of a rock. A small rock, to be sure. 

She was short and stocky. Disaster had 
pounded against her, and she _ had 
emerged stolidly confident. 

Her father was her first loss. He de- 
parted their home on the Isle of Jersey 
when she was a little girl. Destination: 
the California gold rush. No one ever 
knew whether he made it or not. We 
assumed that he died, as thousands did, 
somewhere between the English Chan- 
nel and the American West. 

Grandmother left Jersey as a very 
young woman, arriving in Paris during 
the Franco-Prussian War. “We had to 
eat cats from the streets of Paris,” she 
used to tell us matter-of-factly, recalling 
the siege of 1870. 


Naval Wife 


She married a naval officer who had 
been a deep sea diver during that war. 
It left him with a variety of maladies. 
When he died Grandmother became the 
head of her family. She had two chil- 
dren. One of them, my mother, was a 
great beauty, completely feminine and 
totally unlike my grandmother. At 82 
she still is. 

My father’s business reverses brought 
us to America when I was a baby. Grand- 
mother became a transatlantic com- 
muter. She would spend two years in 
Paris with her son, board a steamer and 
visit us for the next two years. Then back 
to Paris. 

I have no distinct memories of Grand- 
mother. Just that she was there. She was 
white-haired and always wore widow’s 
weeds. Her black dress had a collar of 
crepe fastened with an amethyst brooch. 

I certainly never tried to emulate such 
an unglamorous creature. But curiously. 
as I've grown older I’ve found myself 
saying to myself, “Grandmother would 
have made this decision” or “Grand- 
mother would have said. . .” 

What Grandmother believed was al- 
ways couched in trite sayings. Her phi- 
losophy, framed in clichés, amounted to 
this: don’t expect too much, don’t rebel 
against fate, don’t make a fuss over 
trouble, things have a way of turning 
out all right. 

In 1930 when Mother and I left for 
California, Grandmother came to the 
station to see us off on the train. She 
had disapproved of my going into show 
business, but after I had a quick success

on the stage, you couldn't keep her out 
of the theater. Now I was going to be in 
the movies. 

Grandmother kissed me-—her kisses 
were always stern little smacks on the 
cheek—and then she said, “Well, at last 
somebody in the family is going to make 
California.” 


Make it I did. And I found gold there 
as my great-grandfather had set out to 
do nearly a century before. 

It wouldn't have surprised Grand- 
mother a bit—had she lived to see it— 
because she knew that everything comes 
to him who waits. Funny thing about my 
grandmother's clichés. They're true. &

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

N A QUIET FRIDAY morning on New York’s west 
O side, racketeer Albert Anastasia sat drowsily 
in a barber chair awaiting a pomade. Two men wear- 
ing scarves—one stout and sallow, the other slight 
and dark with a pencil mustache—stepped briskly 
into the barbershop, spattered the gang lord with bul- 
lets and fled. Eleven people witnessed the slaying; 
a 13-state lookout was broadcast; 100 detectives 
searched for clues. Yet 16 months later, the killers are 
still at large and probably never will be caught. 

For gangland killings have an alarming habit of 
going unsolved. The professional triggermen who 
carry out the underworld’s vengeance are able to get 
“ away with murder. They kill with grisly efficiency, 


often in crowded places in brazen defiance of the po- - 


lice. Yet they are seldom arrested, even more rarely 
convicted. 

Of 35 murders committed every day in the United 
States, all but three eventually end in arrest. Among 
the unsolved cases, however, can be found most mob

murders. The lawmen may know who is behind a 
killing, may even have a line on the “torpedoes” who 
did it. But this isn’t always enough to bring successful 
prosecution. When charges are pressed, witnesses are 
terrified into silence, vital evidence mysteriously dis- 
appears. 

Most gangland executioners come from the ranks 
of the Mafia, that shadowy, sinister, secret society 
which sprang from the ancient feuds of hot-blooded 
Sicily. It has its own royalty of “capos” and “dons,” 
princes of the underworld, who rule the rackets from 
coast to coast. The kingpin is reputed to be Vito Geno- 
vese, who has amassed a $30 million fortune, yet who 
declared only $6,000 income on his 1954 tax return. 


Trained Assassins 


The Mafia has its own ruthless justice: its “arbiters” 
who settle hoodlum disputes and pass sentence on 
squealers and double-crossers, its “enforcers” who 
carry out thé sentences. These assassins are highly 
trained in their grim trade. Rarely do they kill on their 
own ground where they are known. They may be 
flown hundreds of miles to make “a hit.” Then the 
victim is spotted for them, and a getaway plan is

worked out with split-second timing. All they have to 
do is pull the trigger, then fly back home like any other 
businessmen. 

Arnold Bauman, chief counsel for the New York 
crime committee which investigated the notorious 
Mafia convention at Appalachin, N.Y.,; told PARADE 
there are three reasons why Mafia slayings are seldom 
solved: 1) the killers operate with professional skill, 
striking swiftly and leaving no evidence; 2) they flee 
across state lines which complicates the problem of 
the local police; 3) witnesses won't talk because they 
fear for their lives. 

Of the 65 Mafia chiefs who attended the Appa- 
lachin crime conference, according to Bauman, at 
least a dozen had been implicated in murders but had 
beaten the raps. The police could never find evidence 
or witnesses to convict them. 

Racket-busting Sen. Estes Kefauver, as part of his 
sensational crime investigation in 1952-53, ordered a 
side study into gang killings. He turned the project 
over to two of his ablest agents, Frank Ahern and Tom 
Cahill. Ahern later became San Francisco's police 
chief, was succeeded after his recent death by Cahill. 

Their findings never were made public, but paRape

has been permitted to study their confidential files. 
From big-city homicide squads, they collected case 
histories of unsolved racket murders. Most followed 
the same ugly pattern. 

Tampa, Fla., gangster Jimmy Lumia was blasted 
with a shotgun by two imported gunmen “reputed to 
have arrived in Tampa less than two hours before the 
slaying.” In Chicago, two men walked up to a parked 
car and pumped six shots through a closed window, 
killing driver John Golding instantly. The killer sped 
off in a getaway car with a stolen license plate. 

Gambler Patrick Hogan was killed at a casino out- 
side St. Louis. “Word got around,” reported the police 
to the Kefauver Committee, “that the body had been 
disposed of in an abandoned mine pit in southern 
Illinois.” From New York to Los Angeles, New Or- 
leans to Minneapolis, underworld figures had been 
murdered by “assailants unknown.” Their favorite 
weapons: the sawed-off shotgun and .45 revolver, both 
sure killers at short range. 


Mafia Killer Is Caught 


Occasionally a Mafia murder IS solved. A confiden- 
tial report from Houston, Tex., police claims: “In 1949, 
a gang killing took place in our city. We were success- 
ful in tracing this killing to the Mafia and apprehended 
the so-called head of the Mafia in this state, Peter 
Ducca, who was a parolee from the state of Pennsyl- 
vania. We had this man’s parole revoked, and he was 
returned to Pennsylvania, where he later died of a 
heart attack. We also arrested the man responsible for 
the killing, Diego Carlina, who admitted being a 
member of the Mafia.” 

Such an admission is rare in police files. How fear 
of the Mafia works on witnesses also is evident in case 
histories. Mobster Dan Stanton ‘and his bodyguard, 
Lou Dorman, were playing cards in a Chicago tavern. 
Two professional killers burst in through a side door. 
The Chicago police told Kefauver’s agents: “Both 
Stanton and Dorman were fatally shot in the back of 
the head and shoulders by blasts from a 12-gauge shot- 
gun. Stanton was found in the rear of the premises 
behind the bar, indicating he was shot as he attempted 
to flee. Although this tavern had at least a dozen 
patrons at the time, no individual could be located who 
would admit witnessing the shooting or seeing the 
assailants.” 

A trademark of Mafia vengeance, designed to in- 
crease respect for its reign of terror, is to kill by the 
same method as the murder to be avenged. A Chicago 
racketeer, James DeAngelo, was found dead, trussed 
with rope in the trunk of his automobile. One year 
later, the body of Onofrio Vitale, similarly trussed, 
was found in a city sewer. The rope was similar to 
that found in the shop of an earlier murder victim, 
Sam Gervase. 

All three men had been associated in a cheese com- 
pany, known to be a front for criminal activities. To 
add to the mystery, a fourth cheese man, Nicholas 
DeJohn, was found murdered in San Francisco three 
years later. He had been strangled with a thin wire,

They saw the small boy shotgunned to death—yet nobody would talk 


and his body had been stuffed in a car trunk in the 
same manner used to dispose of DeAngelo. Clearly the 
Mafia had been settling old scores. The DeJohn mur- 
der in 1947, says Chief Cahill, was the last gangland 
slaying in the Golden Gate city. 

A rare insight into the Mafia’s terroristic methods 
was furnished police by Carl Carramusa, a minor 
member who worked for a narcotics ring. The ring 
was. thoroughly businesslike, employing a general 
manager, legal adviser, bookkeepers and sales force. 
The drugs came from Marseilles, France, to Havana, 
Cuba, then were smuggled into the U.S. at Tampa. 


Child Sacrificed 


Carramusa knew from personal experience the 
power of the Mafia. His 1]]-year-old brother had been 
blasted to death with a shotgun, wielded by execu- 
tioner Paul Catanzaro, as an act of terror against 
Carramusa’s father. A host of shocked witnesses saw 
the small boy slain, but all were brutally frightened 
into silence. Even the Kansas City detective, Louis 
Olivero, who made the Catanzaro arrest, was later 
murdered for doing his duty. 

Determined to avenge his brother, Carl Carramusa 
bided his time until an opportunity ‘came to finger key 
Mafia members in Kansas City. He volunteered to be 
a Government witness. As he testified in open court, 
the vicious Catanzaro appeared in the front row of 
the public seats and made subtle, threatening gestures. 

Carramusa knew his death warrant had been 
signed. After the trial he went into hiding, changed 
his name and began a new life with his wife and 
daughter in Chicago. He began to believe himself- 
safe. But three years later, the Mafia caught up with 
him. He was sitting in his car, waiting for his family 
to join him for a wedding anniversary party. Suddenly 
a shotgun roared. Carramusa’s head was blown off. 

What sort of men are the underworld lords who 
decree life and death for their minions? Typical is

The Mafia’s Black Hand snuffed out 


surly Mike Miranda, a Mafia mobster, who appeared 
at a Senate rackets hearing last July. To all questions, 
he growled the same answer: a Fifth Amendment plea. 

Counsel Robert Kennedy, asking questions from 
his files, cross-examined Miranda about some unsolved 
murders. “On the Boccia murder,” rapped Kennedy, 
“you were very mad because Gallo had not been killed, 
and he came back and reported it to you, and you were 
furious because he had not poured gasoline on him 
and set him afire. Can you tell us about that?” 

Miranda: “I decline to answer .. .” 

Kennedy: “Do you know anything about the mur- 
der of Peter La Tempa, who was the important witness 
against you, who was murdered in prison?” 

Miranda: “I decline to answer...” 

Chairman John McClellan: “Do you place any 
value on human life above your own selfish interest? 
In other words, would you kill somebody just to make 
a dollar?” 

Miranda: “I decline to answer . . 

Questioning Mafia ruler Vito Genovese, the chair- 
man found it necessary to caution: “I am a little ap- 
prehensive ...I don’t want anything divulged that 
will cause somebody to get murdered.” 

What.can be done to break the Mafia’s power and 
stamp out its cold-blooded executions? Modern ease 
and speed of travel, which enables killers to leave their 
crimes far behind and confuse their trails with the 
intricacies of state law, is a chief factor handicapping 
police. The modern manhunt is a nationwide affair. 
The first 91 criminals removed from the FBI’s “Ten 
Most Wanted” list were all caught more than 900 
miles from the scenes of their crimes. 

While the FBI does all in its power to aid local 
police, its hands are tied unless a federal crime has 
been committed. 

If a killer flees across state lines, the FBI can be 
invited to help hunt him down. The process of bring- 
ing the FBI into the case, however, is tangled with 
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DANNY STANTON, once a member of the Al Capone gang, 
was shot in the back while he stood at the bar of a south 
Chicago night club in 1943. His killing still is unsolved.

legal tape. For murder still is considered a local matter. 

Local police forces, once jealous of their rights, are 
now increasing cooperation not only with the FBI but 
with one another. When Ahern and Cahill went to 
San Francisco, they set up an intelligence unit to work 
against the Mafia and invited other police departments 
to exchange information. Most of the big cities west 
of the Mississippi have now joined the network. After 
the Appalachin convention, New York state police 
superintendent Frank McGarvey flew to San Francisco 
to study the system. Now New York has joined the 
information network. 

“When a known racketeer leaves some other city 
for San Francisco, we are told about it,” Cahill ex- 
plained the system to PARADE. “After he arrives here, 
we know where he is, what he is doing, when he leaves 
and where he is going.” Cahill hopes all cities will 
join in the anti-Mafia network, which already is 
helping to curb interstate murder. 


Stoolpigeons Wanted 


Much remains to be done. There is still a sad lack 
of underworld “intelligence.” Arnold Bauman would 
like to see the FBI set up a counter-espionage unit 
against the underworld and infiltrate the Mafia just as 
it has successfully infiltrated the Communist Party. 

Senator Kefauver told PARADE: “We need stronger 
laws. A serious study should be made of what legisla- 
tion is necessary to bring the federal government into 
the picture in gang killings of an interstate nature.” 

To sum up, the answer to the Mafia and its killers 
lies in: 1) wider cooperation between police depart- 
ments; 2) better information of what the underworld 
is doing: 3) stiffer laws to combat interstate crime. 

Give FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover, that veteran of 
law enforcement, the last word. He warns: “Every 
offense unsolved and every violator at large afford 
encouragement to the veteran as well as to the novice 
in crime.” &

IT’S A DOG’S WORLD fies

OR 5,000 HUMANS, at least, a tense week lies

They are the owners, breeders, exhibitors, handlers, 
judges and stewards who will accompany the 2,500 
dogs due to converge on New York's Madison Square 
Garden February 9 and 10. The occasion: the 83rd 
Annual Westminster Kennel Club Dog Show which is 
to poochdom what the World Series is to baseball or 
the Kentucky Derby to horsey folk. Westminster——to 
bark it out simply 
happen to a dog. 

Competing for the highest canine honor, the “Best 
in Show” award, will be dogs which already have won 
blue ribbons in earlier shows. What. makes doggy 
humans edgy is the stiff competition plus the fact that 
man can't really be sure of what his best friend may 
do (see pictures at right). Furthermore, purebred dog 
showmen (as distinguished from the masses who just 
like to have a pooch around the house ) are a tempera- 
mental breed. “You don’t have to be crazy to be in 
dogs,” one of the calmer members of the clan told 
PARADE, “but it helps.” 

Why are dog people emotional? It's the attachment 
to the dog, says John W. Cross, ]r., chairman of the 
Westminster Show committee. “You can be fond of a 
horse,” states Mr. Cross, who is, “but vou can't take 


is the snootiest thing that can 


him into the house or put him on your lap. Besides, he’s 
pretty stupid. Most people just don’t get as emotionally 
attached to a horse, a cow or a pig as they do to a dog.” 
Other showmen, who decline to be quoted, blame the 
dog world’s touchy reputation on the number of “frus- 
trated women” whose unrealized mother complexes 
surge over the animals at the end of their leashes. 


Never Criticize 


Male exhibitors can be just as sensitive as the fe- 
male of the species, declares Lois Meistrell, an untem- 
peramental lady who, with her husband, Harland, 
runs the Great Neck (N.Y.) Dog Training Center. “A 
dog is part of a family,” she explains. “Criticizing 
someone's dog is just like criticizing his child. Why, 
it's the worst thing you can do. Even if the exhibitor 
knows his dog’s faults, when a judge criticizes the 
animal, it’s not to be borne.” 

While on the emotional subject of dog-owner com- 
plexes, Mrs. Meistrell opines that psychiatrists and 
‘physicians are the most difficult people to teach how 
to handle a dog. “They don’t seem to have the least 
grasp of ordinary training methods,” she says. The 
Meistrells were recently called upon to train a dog for 
a woman who bought it for her child upon advice of a 
psychiatrist. The child’s doing fine. The mother is in 
analysis. The dog is going to a dog psychiatrist. 

The dog show ring bristles with insinuations. “In- 
testinal fortitude” is one common estimate of what it 
takes to be a judge. Call a judge crooked, and he can 
report you for conduct unbecoming an exhibitor. Only 
in the bosom of dogdom is it admitted that judges are 
ever subject to pressures. 

One doggy anecdote concerns a rascally, profes- 


sional judge who left his ethics across the border when 
he attended a Canadian show. The night before the 
show he talked to exhibitors, which is not considered 
sporting behavior. 

The judge took a liking to a farmer-exhibitor and 
during the show put his dog up for Best of Breed. 
Then he daringly gave him Best in Show. The de- 
lighted farmer whispered in his ear, “] had something 
for you, but I left it at home. I'll go back and get it 
and bring it to the station.” 

The last scene takes place as the train whistle blows 
and the greedy judge sees the exhibitor running down 
the platform. “Here it is, | hope you enjoy it,” cried 
the exhibitor, and he thrust a bag of apples into the 
horrified judge's arms. 

The teller of this mirthful tale added, “Of course, 
we have an esoteric form of humor.” 

Len Carey, an advertising executive who is com- 
mittee chairman for the Westchester Kennel Club Dog 
Show, the nation’s largest one-day canine event, tells 
of his Doberman, Ch. Redwick of Kurtiska, who once 
mistook a judge’s wooden leg for a tree stump. 

Mr. Carey also owned Ch. Rancho Dobe’s Storm, 
one of the great Doberman heroes of dogdom. (“He 
was a real ham.” ) During the final judging at the '52 
Westminster, Storm stood perfectly still for 13 min- 
utes while the judge studied five of his competitors 
‘and 12,000 spectators watched. When the judge 
stepped up to him, Storm turned his head and threw 
a mischievous sidelong glance at him before regaining 
his motionless stance. “He was asking for it, really 
asking for it,” recalls Carey, “because the spectators 
began to roar and kept it up until the judge signaled 
that. Storm had won the show.” 

Show superintendents are to dogs what stage di- 
rectors are to actors, and they have their problems, 
too. George Foley of Philadelphia has been staging 
dog shows for 58 years. Once a young lady exhibitor 
asked to leave the show three hours early. “It's a strict 
rule that no one can leave before the published closing 
hour,” reminisces Foley, “and so I refused. But when 
she asked me if there was a doctor at the show just in 
case her baby should be born, I let her take her dog 
home.” He received a thank-you note the next day fol- 
lowing the birth of the lady's child. It counteracted 
the effects of the 5-year-old who appeared for first aid 
after being bitten by a dog she had tried to pet. “Why 
weren't you there to tell me he’d bite?” she snarled.

Brebbia has divided her 23 students into 
three groups. Each gets a turn every third 
day at the eight typewriters which are 
stationed at one end of the room. While 
one group types, the others pursue sepa- 
rate tasks. Meanwhile Miss Brebbia is free 
to assist individuals. 

“The children are so concerned about 
using the typewriters that they are loath 
to do anything that might jeopardize their 
chances,” says their pretty, young teacher. 
“Of course, [| don’t want to make the type- 
Writer an instrument of punishment,” she 
adds. When assignments warrant it, type- 
writers may be taken home overnight. 

The children were measured for 
achievement before the typewriters were 
introduced last fall. They will be measured 
for growth in the spring to détermine 
whether the typewriter aids in recall skills, 
neatness, skill of organization and moti- 
vation. 

Although it is too early for results, here 
are some teacher comments: 

“It’s an incentive to do extra work.” 

“(The pupil] sees a neat job coming 
out of the typewriter so he tries to make 
his handwriting look that way.” 

“I made it a crutch for a fifth grade non- 
reader. If he'd learn six words a day, he 
could use the typewriter. He has im- 


proved. I capitalized on his interest.” 
“In spelling, they have to think more 
about what the next letter is than when 
they write with a pencil.” 
“It makes younger kide feel older.” 
“It brings parent attention to work.” 
One of Miss Brebbia’s fourth graders 
typed out his reactions in this letter: “Dear 
Miss Brebbia, I like Capen School very 
much. The best I likeito [sic] do is arith- 
metic and spelling too. I think you are a 
very nice teacher and you have very nice 
typewriters.”

EVERAL WEEKS AGO when 1958 was 
drawing to a close, movietown ob- 
servers, as is their wont, sat down and tal- 
lied the year’s bumper crop of freshly- 
wrecked marriages. 

Without half-trying they listed the fol- 

lowing: 
1) The Eddie Fishers (Debbie Reynolds) 
2) The Marlon Brandos 
3) The Tony Bartleys ( Deborah Kerr ) 
4) The Ernest Borgnines 
5) The Vic Damones (Pier Angeli) 
6) The Rock Hudsons : 
7) The Ben Gages (Esther Williams ) 
8) The Cary Grants (Betsy Drake ) 
9) The Jack Palances 
10) The Guy Madisons 
11) The Mickey Rooneys 
12) The Dewey Martins (Peggy Lee ) 
13) The John Barrymore, Jrs. 
14) The Jeff Chandlers 
15.) The Sidney Chaplins : 

As any newspaper-reader knows, there 
were many more floundering Hollywood 
marriages than these that went “kaput” in 
1958. But the above 15 are justification 
enough for the one question constantly 
asked: “Why can’t they stay married in 
Hollywood?” 

What’s wrong with the marital climate 
out here? Why is it that practically every 
motion picture actor or actress you can 
think of—there is only a handful of excep- 
tions—has been divorced at least once? 


Cara Williams; married six years to 
John Barrymore, Jr., before she called it 
off, says, “An actor should never marry an 
actress, or vice versa. It’s as simple as that. 
I'll never marry anyone in show business 
again. Two show business careers in one 
family just don’t mix.” 

Says Ava Gardner, “Successful mar- 
riage in Hollywood is difficult to achieve 
because there’s too much temptation and 
too little privacy.” 


Too Romantic 


Explains Olivia De Haviland, now mar- 
ried to French magazine executive Pierre 
Galante: “I’m happy in Paris because my 
husband and I have found time to build 
up a serious human relationship, some- 
thing I doubt we could ever have accom- 
plished in Hollywood. The trouble with 
Hollywood is that it’s over-romantic. The 
only common interest shared by some men 
and women in Hollywood is a violent 
physical attraction which lasts about a 
week. Anything else is dull to them.” 

PARADE asked a veteran actress, Gladys 
George, why divorce is so rampant among 
members of her tribe. “It’s very easy to 
explain,” she said. “When an experienced 
actress gets on in years, when the young- 
sters are coming up fast, breathing on her 
neck, she begins to panic. To reinforce 
her ego, to prove to herself that she’s still 
got what it takes, she seeks desperate at- 
tachments with other men. Her husband 
finds out and is furious, The actress 
accuses him of not being ‘understanding.’ 
What usually follows is a divorce.” 
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Pier Angeli and Vic Damone: “He was insanely jealous for no reason whatsoever.” 


The reasons advanced by actors and 
actresses themselves do not square with 
the causes of Hollywood divorce as sub- 
mitted by lawyers, doctors, marriage coun- 
selors and other interested observers. 

Many authorities believe that actresses 
make “impossible wives,” and actors make 
“impossible husbands.” To want to be- 
come a Hollywood star, a person must first 
suffer from a gnawing human hunger to 
be someone special, from an overwhelm- 
ing need to be admired. Such people usu- 
ally are emotionally immature. 

Take Lana Turner. Even today after 20 
years in show business she has to steel her- 
self before she enters a room full of 
people. Ingrid Bergman is much the same. 
“I die a thousand deaths,” she explains, 
“before I get to my table in a restaurant. 
I’m happiest when I lose my identity. in 
some fictional characterization.” 

To compete for stardom in the Holly- 
wood jungle, actresses quickly become ag- 


_ gressive, domineering, persistent, self- 


centered, overbearing and ‘ ego-ridden. 
Occasionally they manage to camouflage 
or sublimate these traits when husband- 
searching, but time always reveals them 
for what they are: women incapable of 
relating themselves emotionally to a hus- 
band for more than a few years. 

-A top Beverly Hills psychiatrist says 
actresses make poor wives because “they 
are essentially hostile to men.” In their 
careers they compete against actors, direc- 
tors, producers, agents, studio executives, 
men “who threaten their security, their 
fame, their fortunes.” So the actresses

marry weak men on whom they can vent 
their hostility, men they can buy up with 
a few creature comforts. Ehese weak men 
crave recognition and, having accom- 
plished nothing in their lives, don’t partic- 


ularly mind being known as Mr. (name 


of actress). 

Later they begin to punish their wives 
by having extramarital adventures, squan- 
dering the wife’s money or running down 
the wife’s acting ability. Divorce then fol- 
lows quickly. 

If actresses make poor wives because 
they are too masculine and aggressive, 
actors make poor husbands because they 
are too feminine and vain. 


Barrymore Won 


Cara Williams, for example, says of her 
wrecked marriage to John Barrymore, Jr.: 
“My marriage broke up because it was a 
contest as to which one of us loved John 
Barrymore, Jr., best—me or John. He 
won by a wide margin.” 

Ann Sothern says, “The trouble with 
being married to an actor is that he spends 
most of his time looking at himself instead 
of his wife.” 

Ava Gardner once declared, “A girl’s 


_ got to be out of her mind to marry an actor 


or, for that matter, anyone in show busi- 
ness.” A few months later she married 
Frank Sinatra. 

Actors for the most part are ego-ridden 
exhibitionists who lack the maturity, spirit 
of compromise and consideration neces- 
sary to make a good husband and a suc- 
cessful marriage. 
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That is why so many actors, especially 
comedians, surround themselves with 
fawning sychophants known as “yes-men,” 
and why they get rid of wives who “knew 
them when.” 

Take such top-flight stars as Clark 
Gable, Gregory Peck, John Wayne, Frank 
Sinatra, Ernest Borgnine. Not one of them 
today is married to the wife he started out 
with when he was a young, ambitious neo- 
phyte getting a start in show business. 


“A True Ham” 


One Hollywood wife discarded a few 
months ago by her actor husband, related 
in tears the story which is typical of dis- 
carded Hollywood wives. “My. husband 
didn’t want me near him. He said I had 
failed to ‘grow along’ with him. But it 
wasn’t that at all. It avas just that | knew 
him when he couldn't get a job, when he 
was full of self-doubt and failure. He 
doesn’t want anyone near him who re- 
members him back then. He wants some 
clinging young girl who'll dote on his every 
word and look up to him as the great, great 
movie star. He doesn’t want a human re- 
lationship based on give-and-take equality. 
He wants one based on admiration. In 
other words, he’s a true ham.” 

None of the foregoing is intended to 
derogate Hollywood members of the act- 
ing profession. Many of them are ladies 
and gentlemen of talent, probity and un- 
blemished reputation. It is just that suc- 
cess at the acting end of the motion pic- 
ture business can too often be equated 
with failure in marriage. The late W. C. 
Fields put it most pithily. “Show me a 
great actor,” he said, “and I'll show vou 
a lousy husband. Show me a great actress, 
and you've seen the Devil.”

Why people stay away jf 


New studies disclose four important reasons 


by DANIEL HORN irector of program Evaiuation, American Cancer Society 


Not long ago, a laborer showed up at a 
medical center providing complete care 
for union members on a prepaid _ basis. 
“My shop steward told me I had to come 
here for a checkup,” he said to a recep- 
tionist. “How much will it cost?” 

“Nothing for the examination,” was the 
reply. 

“You don’t get me,” said the union 
member. “I mean how much will I have 
to pay to get out of the exam?” 

Unfortunately, this attitude is all too 


prevalent. For recent studies show that — 


while eight out of 10 Americans think 
physical checkups “are a good thing,” 
fewer than three of the 10 will have had 
one in the past year or two. 

Why? Over and over, widely-publicized 
medical reports show that finding the dis- 
ease early, “nipping symptoms in the bud,” 
can prevent serious complications, lengthy 
incapacitation and other unpleasantness. 
Of course, here at the American Cancer 
Society, we are especially interested in 
early detection because of its proven life- 
saving and pain-preventing values. 

Four excuses for not getting a physical 
checkup keep occurring, studies show. 
These can be labeled, “expense,” “not 
really necessary,” “fear” and “modesty.” 
Let’s see how much sense they make. 

Expense. Many people resist even free 
physical checkups. In one research pro- 
gram, doctors had great difficulty “giving 


away exams which would have cost about 
$100 apiece. 

Very often, the individual is less con- 
cerned about the cost of the exam than he 
is with the cost of illness, the hospitaliza- 
tion, medical bills and loss of earning 
time. He fails to realize that in the long 
run, physical exams may prevent the very 
loss (of wages, etc.) he fears most. 

Not really necessary. This includes a 
broad spectrum of attitudes such as: “It 
can’t happen to me,” ... “I’m too busy,” 
... “I feel okay, so why bother?” Often, 
these expressions are a cover-up for deeply 
felt apprehensions. 


To Guard Your Health 


The person who says “it can’t happen 
to me,” may have a deep-seated fear that 
it will happen, but he prefers to sit by and 
wait for the worst. He also fails to realize 
that by his very waiting, he may be en- 
couraging the worst to occur. 

Fat too many people fail to remember 
that good health must be maintained, 
cared for, nurtured. The examination is 
one of the best steps you can take toward 
health maintenance. 

Fear. Here again, the factor of “finding 
something wrong” is the major discour- 
aging element. Deep-seated fears exist, 
not only of the disease, but of the exami- 
nation itself. It is surprising, indeed, that 
in this enlightened day, many people fear 


physical discomfort from the examination 
itself. Even pricking a finger for blood 
samples is a trying experience for some 
people. 

Considering what is at stake, it seems 
wise—even obvious—to relegate fear to a 
secondary place when you need a physical 
checkup. 

Modesty. This factor is especially im- 
portant to women. Indeed, it is a praise- 
worthy virtue—except when it causes de- 
lay in diagnosing disease. Many women 
still cling to the belief that somehow, a 
physical examination is not quite proper. 

Certainly, a lifetime of conditioning to 
the view that it is improper may not be 
overcome quickly. For some women, ex- 
posure of the body is deeply embarrassing. 

However, a checkup is too important to 
be blocked by such feelings. It is a mark 
of maturity to overcome them for the sake 
of your health. Your doctor will do every- 
thing possible to minimize emotional dis- 
comfort during the checkup. 

I'd like you to consider these questions: 
Can you assess the value—in money terms 
—of knowing you are all right? Can you 
really tell if a checkup is necessary until 


after it is completed? Is it better to live ~ 


with fear and ignore symptoms than to 
have those symptoms treated? 

I doubt whether any adult, with a sem- 
blance of regatd for himself, can answer 
“yes” to any of those questions. +

Y BASEBALL LAW, it is illegal for a 
B pitcher to put moisture on a ball and 
throw what is called “the spitball.” Yet I am 
convinced that this weird pitch—almost im- 
possible to hit solidly—has been thrown by 
a number of National League pitchers during 
the past few years. And I'm going to name 
them. 

First of all, there were these five, all now 
retired from big-league baseball: 

Russ Meyer, of Brooklyn and Chicago; 

Preacher Roe and Hugh Casey, of 
Brooklyn; 

Dave Koslo, of New York; 

Jim Konstanty, of Philadelphia. 

Today I firmly believe that these four are 
getting away with the illegal “spitter” 

Lew Burdette, of Milwaukee; 

Elroy Face, of Pittsburgh; 

Sal Maglie and Marv Grissom, now both 
with St. Louis. 

I have no incontestable proof, of course, 
since it is impossible to catch a pitcher throw- 
ing a spitter. Against Burdette, Cincinnati 
even tried using long-range motion-picture 
cameras—but the films didn’t show a thing. 
For years umpires watched Preacher Roe 
closely; afterwards some of them said flatly 
that he definitely did not throw the spitter. 
But when he retired, Old Preach publicly 
admitted that he had. 


Looks Like a Curve 


How, then, can I be so sure that the pitch- 
ers | have named are spitballers? First of all, 
each puts his fingers near his mouth before 
nearly every pitch. That, in itself, means 
little——but every one of those >itchers, in a 
clutch situation, will throw what looks at 
first like a fast curve. But unlike the curve 
ball, it is spinning very slowly. And as it 
reaches the plate—suddenly, like no other 
pitch you've ever seen— it breaks down. 

To baseball men, that kind of pitch is so 
obviously a spitter it might as well have a long 
ribbon — marked SPITBALL — trailing be- 
hind it. 

Then why can't we catch the spitballer in 
the act? There are three first-class reasons: 

1) A pitcher throws about 120 pitches in 


an average nine-inning game. Now Burdette, 


Face, Maglie and Grissom will put saliva on 
their fingers before every pitch; most of the 
time they'll wipe it off. How can the umpires 

or the rival managers—detect the 10 or 
12 times they don’t wipe it off? 

2.) Spitball pitchers will use the pitch only 
in certain situations. If Milwaukee gives 
Burdette a big enough lead, he may not throw 
a single moisture pitch. He might not even 
throw. it for several games at a time. And 
even in a tight ball game, the spitballer wil! 
wait for just the right moment. 


You're Out 


That moment often comes with men on 
base and two strikes on a good hitter. The 
pitcher fires the spitter, the batter misses and 
the catcher rifles the ball to the third base 
man. By the time the ball has been tossed 
around the infield, all the moisture has been 
wiped off. If a suspicious ump asks to see the 
ball, it’s as dry as toast. 

3.) Spitball pitchers keep their secret well. 
I played on the Giants with Maglie for four 
years. I played with Koslo for eight years. 
And I managed Grissom for three years, be- 
fore we traded him to the Cardinals at the 
end of last season. Yet never once did Koslo, 
Maglie or Grissom ever talk about the spit- 
ball—with me, his catcher or anyone else on 
the club. 

And they were right. If too many players 
know the secret, the pitcher is going to get 
caught. Then, too, a pitcher may be traded 
to another club, as Maglie, Grissom and Bur- 
dette have been. If the pitcher tells his man 
ager or catcher how he throws the spitter 
and when—he won't be able to use it if he is 
traded and has to pitch against his old club. 

Our second baseman, Danny O'Connell, 
played with Burdette at Milwaukee. He says 
Lew would never even whisper the word 
“spitball.” Burdette has been offered huge 
sums of money to confess that he does throw 
the spitter. His sly answer goes something 
like this: “I won't say I do throw it—that'd 
be crazy—but I won't say that I don’t.” 

As you watch Face, Grissom, Maglie and 
Burdette this summer, how can you tell when 
they're throwing the spitter? The answer is: 
You can’t. But when you see one of them on 
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Marv Grissom Elroy Face 


the mound against, say, the Giants’ Willie 
Mays, with the count three-and-two and the 
bases loaded in a close game, look sharp. 
From the stands or on TV the pitch may look 
like an ordinary fast ball. But if Willie—-at 
the last moment—lunges to swing at a ball 
down around his knees, you can be almost 
100 per cent sure you saw the old spitter. 
\nd it’s also a good bet that Willie either 
struck out on that wickedly breaking pitch or 
hit it on the ground into a double plav. ) 
But I say: Good for the pitcher. I'd like 
to see the spitball legalized, as it was some 
40 years ago. Some officials claim the spit- 
ball, hard to control, is a dangerous pitch, 
but I feel this argument no longer holds 
water, Today, with batters wearing helmets, 
there is little danger that an accidental bean- 
ing will cause serious injury. Last summer, 
for instance, the Yanks’ Ryne Duren was 
clobbered in the head by a fast ball but within 
a week or so he was ready to pitch again. 
With this danger gone, it's only fair to give 
the spitball back to the pitchers. Right now 
they're taking an awful beating, what with a

“rabbit” ball that streaks out of the park on 
a half-swing of a bat. As a result, there are 
too few tingling 1-0 games any more. And 
how many 20-game winners are there each 
season? Just four in 1958. There'd be a lot 
more——and a lot more exciting baseball— if 
we made the spitter legal. 


Sudden Surprise 


I know one thing: I'd be a happier man- 
ager. The spitball is a tremendous weapon, 
and I'd make certain my young pitchers 
knew how to use it. It’s even effective when 
you don't throw it. If a batter suspects a 
pitcher might throw one, he’s looking for a 
down-breaking pitch and can be easily fooled. 

It's not surprising, therefore, that nearly 
every pitcher in baseball has tinkered with 
the spitter. But of today’s crop of National 
League hurlers | can’t comment on the 
\merican League, never having played in it 

it appears onlv Burdette, Face, Maglie and 
Grissom have mastered the pitch. 

They're cheating, but they win. And I 
for one—wish them well. =
